/ FEDS TAKE COMMENTS ON CIGARETTE VENDING BAN 

Industry members still have more than a month to put 
in their two cents on a proposed all-out ban of cigarette 
vending by the federal government. The Clinton adminis- 
tration has proposed the ban as part of a program to curb 
underage smoking. However, a final rule will not be writ- 
ten until the 90-day comment period expires Nov. 9. 
AMOA has produced a packet for members detailing its 
position on the issue. AMOA staff members have also 
been meeting with federal officials about the issue; the as- 
sociation is urging state associations to file comments sup- 
porting its position. 


/ AAMA/ AMOA REACH AGREEMENT ON COPYRIGHT LAW 

The American Amusement Machine Association and 
the Amusement and Music Operators Association have 
reached an agreement to avert a possible legislative con- 
flict over the expiration of a provision of U.S. copyright 
law governing the public performance right for “parallel” 
or “gray market” video games. Effective Oct. 1, parallel 
and gray market games cannot be publicly performed 
without permission of the copyright holder. 

Spurred by discussions with key members of Congress, 
including Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), chairman of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, and Rep. Henry Hyde (R-III.), 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, AAMA and 
AMOA representatives met and resolved a number of dif- 
ferences with respect to gray market products. In addition, 
AMOA representatives sought and received assurances 
from individual video game manufacturers of their intent 
to continue marketing video games to consumers world- 
wide with consistent format configurations. 

Said Tami Norberg-Paulsen, outgoing AMOA presi- 
dent, “We are pleased with the response we have received 
from individual manufacturers to our concerns. Our in- 
dustry is best served by working together to resolve dif- 
ferences.” Added Rick Kirby, president of AAMA, “We 
are happy to resolve this potentially contentious issue. We 
look forward to working with AMOA in advancing the in- 
terests of the coin-op amusement machine industry.” 


/ MISSION CRANE APPOINTS KING PLUSH 

Mission Crane Service of Anaheim, Calif., has appoint- 
ed King Plush of Carson, Calif., as its exclusive supplier 
for the Mission Crane Group Operator Program, effective 
Aug. 16. According to Mission Crane president Mike 
Lewis: “Our program is growing and expanding and we're 
always looking for good qualified operators in different 
parts of the country. At the present time we have slightly 
under 100 operators in our program coast to coast.” 

Mission Crane Service, in business since 1989, has 
been fine-tuning the turnkey operator program for two 
years. Said Lewis: “We’ve created a different image for 
cranes with our models crafted of fine quality woods.” 
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/ VALLEY ACQUIRED BY NEW YORK INVESTMENT FIRM 

As part of a $200 million corporate buyout, Valley 
Recreation Products has been acquired by New York- 
based Fenway Partners Inc. The deal was finalized on 
Sept. 15. Fenway Partners is an investment firm with ap- 
proximately $250 million under management. The com- 
pany concentrates its efforts on making investments in do- 
mestic industrial and service companies and then adding 
value by investing in their operations. 

The buyout by Fenway included a group of companies 
from U.S. Industries, a diversified industrial management 
corporation. Those companies, with aggregate sales of 
$340 million, fall into two broad categories, consumer 
leisure products and building materials. 

“We have assembled a package of properties that rep- 
resents attractive value with potential for growth both in- 
ternally and through acquisitions,” said Peter Lamm, a 
principal of Fenway Partners. “The profile of the business 
fits with our approach of acquiring mid-sized companies 
that can benefit from added operational focus.” 


/ NEW JUKEBOX COMPANY CONTINUES SEEBURG NAME 

Shuja Haque has started his own jukebox manufactur- 
ing company, Jukebox USA Inc., which will manufacture 
product under the Seeburg brand name. The designs and 
patents of the Jukebox USA line of products belong to 
Shuja, and had been licensed to Seeburg International be- 
fore the company closed its doors. Haque will serve as 
president and principal shareholder. He is joined by Jack 
Kapala, vice president and general manager, and David 
Loethen, sales and marketing director. 


/ MORTAL KOMBAT LIVE TOUR TAKES TO THE ROAD 

You have played the game and seen the movie. Now 
experience Mortal Kombat—The Live Tour, a concert-like 
show that features martial arts, gymnastics, stunts, high- 
tech audience interaction, state-of-the-art special effects, 
and illusion. Tour producers are working closely with 
Williams Entertainment and creators of the Mortal Kom- 
bat video game series to keep the show true to the story. 

The show, which opened in mid-September in two 
East Coast markets, was described in the New York Times 
as “an action-fantasy spectacle.”

A new opening date has been set for the 
national tour, to coincide with Mortal Friday, Oct. 13, 
when Mortal Kombat 3 will be available for most home 
game systems.

From the Editor

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remember several years ago I was up in Michi- 
gan visiting Chuck Milhem of Valley. He was 
named “Man of the Year” by the American 
Amusement Machine Charitable Foundation, 
and I was honored to write the story of his life. 

As we were driving to his office, he pointed 
out an operator’s building and asked me if I was 
familiar with that particular operator. I wasn’t, 
but Chuck proceeded to tell me that that opera- 
tor was the backbone of our industry. He was 
hardworking, diligent, and determined to be suc- 
cessful. He wasn’t a big op- 
erator, but then Chuck 
pointed out that there are 
more small operators than 
big ones. 

I thought about his words 
that day, secretly thinking 
that perhaps he was wrong 
and small operators were 
only mucking up the works 
for the bigger ones. If you 
read my editorial last month 
you'll remember that I 
wrote about operators who 
really are mucking up the 
works, and I'll admit that I 
resent that they are includ- 
ed in an industry I’m very 
proud of. 

But the more I thought 
about that operator on the 
corner, I knew that’s not who I was talking about 
last month. I realize how vital small operators 
are to the industry. At the recent Ohio Coin Ma- 
chine Association trade show, we heard a lot 
about the National Amusement Network Inc. 
(NANI) and how it is supposed to fit into our in- 
dustry. One statement stuck in my mind: the suc- 
cess of NANI will not lie with huge operators just 
as the lottery does not rely solely on large opera- 
tions. The lottery makes sense and is available 
to everyone because you can purchase tickets on 
just about every corner, from where you buy gas 
to the grocery store. No matter what you are do- 
ing or where you are going, there’s a lottery tick- 
et a breath away. 

I visited a game room in Ohio that is par- 
ticipating in the NANI program. Contrary to 
what I expected, this was not a gigantic fami- 
ly entertainment center bulging with space 
and equipment. This was one of “Chuck’s” 
operators who is doing what he has to do to 
keep his business fresh and alive. 
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Taking a long hard look 
beyond the obvious 


One of the owners talked candidly of the time 
when his father passed away, leaving three 
brothers at the helm of the business. “A distribu- 
tor my father had done business with for many, 
many years abandoned us. They would not even 
talk with us because they assumed we would not 
make it,” he said. “But the lessons my father in- 
stilled in us made certain we would succeed. Do 
we do business with that distributor anymore? 
Of course not, because they weren’t willing to 
even give us a chance. It’s pretty sad when some- 
one you've trusted for so many years simply 
turns their back on you.” 

Their father taught them valuable lessons 
that all operators should live by. One was not to 
fear competition. “Dad always said not to fear 
competition. He said that competition would 
bring more customers to the area and eventually 
those customers would go to the best place in 
the area. So just be the best place in the area!” 

Our industry is at a crossroads right now. 
We're offered new technology, but there are no 
instructions on what is the right thing to do. Is 
NANI for your business? Ask Don Rizek, and 
he'll tell you that his dad believed in taking risks. 
He knew that if you didn’t try something new, 
you'd never be any better than the guy down the 
street. 

Tami Paulsen, past AMOA president, called 
Ohio operators progressive and compared them 
to those in her home state of Minnesota. She is 
certain that operators are going to have to 
change their thinking and get into the ‘90s or be 
gone. 

“Progressive operators see value in promo- 
tions,” she began. “How important are our 
league promotions? Let’s just say that without 
them we wouldn't be in business. Progressive op- 
erators have computerized their businesses. But 
it amazes me that there are still over half of the 
operators who have not made the step toward 
computers.” 

She continued, “Progressive operators have 
also diversified into other ventures. There is al- 
ways something that you can do to expand your 
business. In Minnesota we have found an alter- 
native in pull-tabs. There is always something.” 

And what better way to view our industry 
than to truly believe there are alternatives and 
actively seeki ways to expand your businesses. 
Yes, there is always something. It’s just that we 
aren't always willing to open the door and let it 
in.

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Susan B. not forgotten 

Thanks for the information on the Su- 
san B. Anthony dollar coin in your time- 
ly editorials in the August Play Meter. 

I have some recent information on 
what is happening to the Susan dollar 
coin at the present time. I have been one 
of those working for five or six years try- 
ing to get another dollar coin. I have 
been told by many that we don’t need 
another dollar coin because the Federal 
Reserve Bank has 560 million in storage 
in their vaults. 

This spring I read an article in the 
newspaper that said the Federal Postal 
Service was putting stamp vending ma- 
chines into service that gave Susan B. 
dollars back in change. It said they 
would have 1,700 of the machines in 
service by the end of 1995. 

The article also stated that these ma- 
chines had already reduced the stock 
pile of Susan B.s from 560 million down 
to 330 million. The representative of the 
Federal Reserve Bank did not know 
where the dollars were going but they 
were not coming back to the bank. He 


also thought they may have to make 
more Susan B. dollars to supply the de- 
mand because their supply was being de- 
pleted so rapidly! 

They have a new post office in the 
town of Mandeville and they have one of 
the new stamp vending machines. | put 
in a $20 bill and buy a $3.20 book of 
stamps. I then get back 16 Susan B. dol- 
lars, three quarters, and one nickel in 
change. I keep Susan B. dollars in my 
pocket at all times, and I pass them out 
wherever I buy or give a tip. Over half of 
those I pass out are being kept by those I 
give them to. They are a big hit for those 
getting them for tips. The Federal Re- 
serve will not be able to say they have a 
large stockpile of Susan B. Anthonys 
much longer!

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Service or disservice? 


During these last six to seven weeks 
(July/August) I have had the opportunity to 
speak with several family entertainment 
center owners, seashore arcade operators, 
and distributors. 

I found it interesting that the fun center 
and arcade operators claimed that their 
revenue was down from last year. They all 
had purchased the number one and num- 
ber two ranked quick-money games for the 
season as recommended by their distribu- 
tor, and these games were doing very well. 
Traffic was good, but money was being 
spent on food and rides. It seemed to them 
that money was tight. 

The distributors claim they want some- 
thing different—only a “10” game for their 
customers—and no one can fault them for 
that. They want what is conceived as the 
best earning games for their customers. But 
are we as an industry doing a service or a 
disservice to our customers when we for- 
get that our industry is a “fun” industry? 
We should entertain, not drain the player. 

Not every game can be a “10” nor 
should it be. For the past two years or so 
the best earning games have been the coin 
rolls that can take 30 to 40 coins or tokens 
per minute. They usually have a high ticket 
payout and offer little else except being a 
ticket vendor. These games certainly have 
their place in our game rooms. What they 
lack, however, is entertainment. 

A game that is fun to play offers enter- 
tainment value in addition to tickets as a re- 
ward for the skill level achieved. The 
games take 25 to 35 seconds to play and 
are interactive. They do not earn or gobble 
40 tokens a minute, but do keep players 
occupied and give them a sense of value 
for their money. 

When a player comes to your facility 
with $10 and 10 minutes later has spent all 
the money, are we acting in a self-defeating 
manner? The same $10 entertains them 
for two and a half hours at a movie theater. 
Think of a parent’s reaction to spending the 
money so quickly. Just remember what 
happened in 1982-83 with Pac-Man and 
Ms. Pac-Man on every corner. 

I thought this letter was in order, al- 
though I expect very few operators or dis- 
tributors to pay heed to my message. If 
greed gets a hold of our fun centers instead 
of good, clean entertainment, we will all be 
losers. A

WMS, Bally sue Alliance 


over proposed merger 


WMS Industries and Bally Gaming have both filed suit, in 
separate jurisdictions, against Las Vegas-based slot machine 
operator Alliance Gaming. The suits allege that Alliance’s at- 
tempt to merge with Bally is predicated on misleading infor- 
mation and insufficient financing. 

Bally and WMS entered into a definitive merger agree- 
ment on June 21, and the two companies argue that Al- 
liance’s attempt to scuttle that deal is in violation of federal 
securities laws. They are seeking an injunction against fur- 
ther action by Alliance. 

A statement released by Bally said that “in its conditional 
partial tender offer for 4.4 million Bally Gaming shares, Al- 
liance has deliberately provided misleading information to 
(Bally) shareholders, gaming regulators, and the markets, cre- 
ating a coercive tender offer.” 

Among a number of allegations, the suits charge that de- 
spite claims to the contrary, financier and Texas Ranger co- 
owner Richard Rainwater is an active principal behind Al- 
liance’s controlling shareholder, Kirkland Investment Corp. 
Rainwater’s role has not been properly depicted to gaming 
regulators and Bally shareholders because Major League 
Baseball prohibits owners from having an interest in a gam- 
bling enterprise, they claim. 

The suits also allege that Alliance is underfunded and 
overleveraged. It would be unable to repay the debt incurred 
as a result of the merger, according to the suits. A statement 
released by WMS said the “combination of a perennially un- 
profitable Alliance with Bally Gaming would result in an un- 
stable, undercapitalized, highly leveraged company which 
could raise licensing concerns among gaming regulators.” 

Furthermore, the companies claim, Alliance has not been 
forthright in its approach to Bally Gaming. “Alliance’s so- 
called tender offer is not designed to enable Alliance to ac- 
quire all shares of Bally Gaming at the same price, but is in- 
stead a vehicle to permit Alliance to interfere with and 
disrupt the merger agreement that has been entered into be- 
tween Bally Gaming and WMS Industries Inc.,” the state- 
ment from Bally said. 

“Uncertainties concerning the back-end merger will have 
the effect of coercing shareholders into tendering their stock 
to Alliance even if they would prefer the merger with WMS. 
If sufficient Bally Gaming stock is tendered to Alliance to per- 
mit it to replace the directors of Bally Gaming with its own 
designees, these designees will then ‘negotiate’ a merger 
agreement on Alliance’s terms,” the statement continued. 

The board of directors at Bally recently reiterated its posi- 
tion that a proposed merger with WMS is in the best interest 
of shareholders. Under the agreement between the two com- 
panies, Bally shareholders will get .55 shares of WMS for 
each share of Bally. Shareholders would also receive incre- 
mental value from the sale of Bally Gaming’s German opera- 
tion, Bally Wulf. 
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The comment period required by the Hart-Scott-Rodino 
Antitrust Improvement Act of 1976 and necessary for the 
completion of the merger between WMS and Bally has ex- 
pired without comment from the government. 

In unrelated news, WMS also announced that the Neva- 
da Gaming Commission voted unanimously to approve a 
two-year license for the company to manufacture and dis- 
tribute electronic gaming devices used in the state. 

The company is currently approved as a manufacturer of 
such gaming devices in Victoria, Australia, Colorado, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Minnesota, Mississippi, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, and the Alberta, Quebec, 
Saskatchewan, and Maritime provinces of Canada. It is also 
authorized to make sales to casinos in Atlantic City and 
riverboats in Missouri.

Virtuality, Q-Zar 
enter agreement 


Virtuality Entertainment and Q-Zar have recently 
completed a $750,000 agreement through which the 
former will finance virtual reality equipment in Q-Zar 
laser tag centers. 

In August, Q-Zar also opened a 14,000-square-foot 
flagship center at United Artist Plaza in Dallas, Texas. 
This center is now the largest of the company’s loca- 
tions in the world, and Q-Zar expects the facility to 
generate net earnings in excess of $500,000 annually. 
The company is in the process of negotiating with Unit- 
ed Artist to open 12 additional centers. 

In another team effort, Q-Zar’s first theme park fa- 
cility opened at Six Flags over the summer, and atten- 
dance is reportedly breaking records. 

As part of its ongoing expansion, Q-Zar has addi- 
tionally completed the acquisition of the QML Group 
of companies from LeisureCorp International, an Irish 
entertainment group, for $3.96 million. Through this 
acquisition, the company now owns a manufacturing 
plant in Dublin, Ireland, together with the worldwide 
intellectual property rights. 

“As a result of the acquisition, Q-Zar expects to real- 
ize cost savings of more than $1.2 million for the re- 
mainder of 1995,” said Tom Butler, company presi- 
dent and CEO. “In addition, we expect further cost 
savings through the streamlining of central administra- 
tive functions.” 





NIGA opposes budget cuts 


The National Indian Gaming Association has joined with 
the National Congress of American Indians and other Native 
American organizations nationwide in opposing budget cuts 
in Indian programs being proposed by Congress. 

Proposed cuts total $434.5 million, or 27 percent of cur- 
rent funding for such programs, according to NIGA, which 
calls these reductions “beyond cruel.” 

While the cuts are not based on an original proposal to 
reduce programs by the same amount generated by Indian 
gaming nationwide, NIGA said the level of reductions comes 
very close to that mark. 

“Only a handful of tribes earn sufficient revenue to with- 
stand such reductions,” a statement released by the associa- 
tion said. “The remainder will just have no alternative but to 
suffer without vital services.”

The panel is also easy to remove so as not to hinder left- 
handed technicians. All that is necessary is to unhook the 
four connectors. 

“The addition of our new speaker housing makes our 
back box the most service friendly in the industry,” said ex- 
ecutive vice president of engineering Joe Kaminkow. “It’s an 
innovation that, like our Portals software, will be noticed and 
appreciated by one of our toughest customers, the techni- 
cians that work on our games.” 

Sega Pinball has also introduced a new feature aimed at 
bridging the gap between how the expert and novice play its 
games. This feature, known as Guaranteed Time Play, can 
be chosen by players at the start of every game and will en- 
sure a minimum of two minutes of play regardless of the 
number of balls drained.

The number of guaranteed minutes 
is operator-adjustable. 

“Tt gives the novice value for his money,” said Kaminkow.

15,000 pounds to seven British charities. Celebrities from 
the sports world who participated included former boxing 
champions Henry Cooper and John Conteh. 

“I’m pleased to say that despite the financial pressures 
being felt by all companies, we were successful in meeting 
our target and raising more money for charitable causes 
than in previous years,” said Meaden. 

ATEI also announced that post-show analysis from the six 
companies awarded space on the Prince’s Youth Business 
Trust Pavilion earlier this year indicates that all of the com- 
panies profited from the experience. 


SGD brings miniature 
golf to mainland China 


While it may not be the answer to all of this coun- 
try’s trade problems, the Akron, Ohio,-based Sporting 
Goods Discount Co. has broken into the Chinese mar- 
ket as a supplier to the first miniature golf course in 
Beijing. 

The miniature golf course manufacturer and distrib- 
utor, headed by Don Nelson, is providing hard goods 
and supplies to equip the state-of-the-art Beijing 
Amusement Park. Nelson said the company had to 
overcome stringent customs requirements and com- 
plex legal procedures in order to secure the job. 

“It’s exciting for us to equip the very first miniature 
golf facility to operate in Beijing but we had our share 
of obstacles,” he said. “Getting money through was one 
of them. It required 11 days for bank wire transfers to 
reach us from China, when it would otherwise take 
only two or three. But everything is progressing 
smoothly now.” 

Among the items shipped to China by SGD were the 
latest artificial carpeting, adhesive materials, putters, 
and balls. Every item had to be shipped by air. 

The company says that with the potential patronage 
of tens of millions of Chinese, the growth of miniature 
golf in that country could prove phenomenal. SGD has 
a customer base that includes clients in the United 
States, Canada, Mexico, Switzerland, Italy, Malaysia, 
Indonesia, Pakistan, and Qatar.

Sega pursues amusement 
park growth in Japan 


Tokyo-based Sega Enterprises Ltd. is moving for- 
ward with plans to establish an amusement theme park 
that will be called E-Zone Sega World in Singapore, ac- 
cording to Game Machine. 

The park is tentatively scheduled to open in Decem- 
ber within the large leisure complex E-Zone, the maga- 
zine reported, and Sega is expecting one million visi- 
tors to bring in more than $8 million in revenue 
annually. 

In pursuing the venture, Sega has established a joint 
venture company, E-Zone Leisure, with two local en- 
terprises: Grande Leisure Met. and the government-af- 
filiated Safe Enterprises. 

Park entertainment will reportedly include 270 
video and arcade games, as well as attractions such as 
VR-1, Mad Bazooka, and Ghost Hunter. 

In other Sega news, the company has recently intro- 
duced the simulation system Maxi Motion 4 and the 
motion film Devil’s Mine Ride at its amusement park 
in Osaka, Game Machine reported. 

Maxi Motion 4 by Switzerland-based Intamin is a 
simulation system that includes seating for four and is 
driven by a hydraulic mechanism. At the ATC Galbo 
park in Osaka, Sega has reportedly combined five sets 
of the seats in order to provide capacity for 20 cus- 
tomers at a time. The film being used, Devil’s Mine 
Ride by Showscan Corp., sends player on a tramcar 
ride through a deserted mine. 
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Pinball tourney 
held in Fintand

For the second year in a row, Mike Makela has been 
crowned the best pinball player in Finland by winning 
the 2nd Flipper Open Championship held during the 
PLAY-95 exhibition in Helsinki. 

Out of an overall field of 2,000, 89 players made 
their way into the finals to compete against one anoth- 
er on four different pin games: Dirty Harry, Theatre of 
Magic, Baywatch, and Stargate. 

Pelika RAY Oy, one of the country’s leading amuse- 
ment operators, arranged the event. Co-sponsoring the 
event were NOVA Apparate GmbH and Coca-Cola 
Finland. 

As the first prize winner, Makela was awarded a 
new Dirty Harry pinball and a trip to the European Pin- 
ball Championship in Gothenberg, Sweden. Second 
place winner Jarkko Koste also won a pinball game and 
the right to represent Finland in Gothenberg. 


Game market in Japan surveyed 


A report compiled by three Japanese trade associations, 
including JAMMA, AOU, and NSA, has estimated the com- 
bined size of the coin-op and home game market to total $18 
billion annually, Game Machine reported. 

The report was based on figures compiled from 1993. In 
that year coin-op sales reportedly totaled $2.2 billion, while 
operating income saw $6.4 billion in revenue. 

Home game sales brought in $4.2 million on the hard- 
ware side and $5.2 million for software. According to the 
survey, close to 25 percent of coin-op sales were exports. 

In reporting on the survey, Game Machine took issue with 
the inclusion of home game sales and revenue. While JAM- 
MA does represent manufacturers in both markets, AOU 
and NSA are associations of operators and “should have no 
relations with home videos,” the magazine said. 
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New lottery company 
tackles South America 


Oasis Gaming, a division of International Gamco Inc. has 
recently joined with the Argentine company Osel, SA to form 
the new OselOasis, SA to market Oasis Instant Ticket Vend- 
ing Machines to lotteries throughout South America. 

The Oasis ITVM, which will be known as the Oasiscard in 
Argentina, is a finite networked gaming system which dis- 
penses multiple lottery scratch and pull-tab instant tickets in 
touch screen video format. 

The Oasis game center has the capacity to download oth- 
er electronic games that may eventually be permitted, via 
phone or satellite link to each dispenser on location. 

Osvaldo Echavarria, president of Osel, SA has been 
named president of the new company, which will be located 
in Tucuman, Argentina. The system game center will be lo- 
cated in Buenos Aires and will be supported by an identical 
system at Oasis Gaming’s facility in Omaha, Neb. Oasis presi- 
dent Scott Henneman said all game development will initial- 
ly be done in Omaha, but will eventually become part of the 
support services offered by OselOasis, SA. 

Installation is expected to begin by November, and the 
company anticipated that over 2,000 dispensers will be in- 
stalled by the end of next year. 


Growth predicted 
for Gulf show 


The Gulf Leisure Parks & Fun Centre Show, sched- 
uled to be held April 2-4, 1996, at the World Trade 
Center in Dubai, United Arab Emirates, has already 
seen more than half of its exhibit space reserved. 

Organizers say the show will occupy approximate- 
ly 25,000 square feet inside and 4,500 square feet 
outdoors, with room for close to 100 international 
companies. 

Next year’s show will also be marked by the intro- 
duction of several new projects including the addition 
of exhibitors aimed at leisure/water parks and family 
entertainment centers. 

The recent creation of the Middle East Leisure 
Trade Association has helped stir interest in the show, 
not only from the Gulf region but also from India, Pak- 
istan, and Africa. 

“While it is accepted that this event will never beat 
any world records for volume visitor attendance, it 
will certainly top the list for sheer quality and indi- 
vidual purchasing power,” said show organizer Gerry 
Robinson.

Is a universal 

video game 
platform the cure? 


The patient in question is the 
coin-op amusement industry, which is 
trying to maintain its appeal to an in- 
creasingly sophisticated audience be- 
ing bombarded with entertainment 
choices inside and outside of the home 
environment. 

Fourteen-year industry veteran 
Brad Brown of Worldwide Video En- 
tertainment in San Diego, Calif., has 
proposed, through full-page print ads 
in the trade press, that the time has 
come for a universal video game sys- 
tem or platform. He called upon trade 
associations around the world to lead 
the industry forward in a cooperative 
effort to insure a continuing supply of 
good, economical video games. 

In theory, such a system or platform 
could streamline an operator’s route, 
encourage new ideas from indepen- 
dent game designers, and deliver years 
of low-cost quality games. But is it fea- 
sible? 

Play Meter asked Brown to ex- 
pound on his ideas, and did some spot- 
checking with industry members for 
their thoughts on this proposal. Here 
are the responses: 


Brad Brown 


Worldwide Video Entertainment 

san Diego, Calif. 

Driving games and extraordinary 
games can be left alone. The rest of the 
market, the average games, should be 
on one platform using a system board 
that all manufacturers agree to use for 
game development for a specific peri- 
od of time. 

With SNK’s Neo-Geo the software 
and hardware are reasonably-priced, 
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the risk factor is low, the games are 
good, and there is a track record of 
support. All the companies are coming 
out with their own system boards now 
but prices are too high. An operator 
will only buy a more expensive system 
board if the game is worthy by itself. 

Operators need games in the $500- 
$900 price range: buy in quantity and 
buy in confidence that there will be 
software for the system. And they 
need the source of the games to come 
from more than one place. 

They are not getting that right now. 
They are only getting part of it and not 
at the price level they want. In my 
opinion the industry desperately needs 
a one-platform system for a term of 
about four years. If a better system 
technology comes out, develop it on 
the side as a separate unit. In the 
meantime, let operators have games at 
a reasonable price. 

When things are down operators 
are the first to lose. Ultimately the 
manufacturers, and finally the entire 
coin-op industry, will lose. We're al- 
ready losing our players because we're 
not getting more games out. Besides 
the demographics showing the trend to 
fewer teens, operators cannot afford to 
put out enough games and get a fair re- 
turn. 

We need leadership. There does 
not seem to be any right now. What we 
can do today is agree upon one good 
platform and design games around it. 
New technology will make it obsolete, 
but at least for the next four years op- 
erators could have confidence. They 
are bound to have more games to 
choose from, and good games. If a 
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Game Development 


game does not live up to expectations, 
the operator has not invested so much 
money. 

Lower the price of entry and you 
will find a market. There’s no reason 
why we can’t have something cheaper. 
Look at the home market—great 
graphics at under $400, but we have 
to pay $2,500 for the MK3 kit. The 
MK3 CD-ROM cartridge will cost $79. 

Big ideas and big machines. Manu- 
. facturers have chosen the wrong path. 
They seem to have abandoned the 
mass market of coin operators and 
gone exclusively to the elite arcades. If 
they can capture the mass market at 
Lome there’s no reason we cannot at- 
trect players to the street. 

Players are hungry and willing to 
play. Operators are willing to buy, as 
long as it’s on a platform they can af- 
ford. Our market has always been 
there. let’s go get it.

American Laser Games 

Albuquerque, N.M. 

I understand the motivation behind 
a game system that allows for third- 
party developers to supply software. 
Why can’t the coin-op business have 
the advantage of shopping from many 
titles that can be dropped into one 
hardware system? 

Game development can cost up to 
$1 million for each title. For a third- 
party developer to put that out for the 
arcade market doesn’t make sense be- 
cause he doesn’t see the payoff. It 
doesn't look like a slam-dunk business 
opportunity and it becomes a matter of 
economics. 

Developing games for home sys- 
tems is different from developing them 
for coin-op. Take the popular comput- 
er game Doom, for instance. Such a 
game is deep and requires complex 
thinking and role-playing. In the coin- 
op world we are looking to give the 
player a great deal of satisfaction in a 
minute or a minute and a half. If you 
can't do that you can’t get the return 
on investment. 

When you walk up to a coin-op 
game you need to know how to play 
without complicated instructions. 
There is no time to read a manual. The

game must be intuitive and challeng- 
ing but easy to play so it is enjoyed 
from the first minute. 

American Laser Games has had 
experience with third-party develop- 
ers. Remember Way of the Warrior 
and VR Stalker? We took these games 
a long way. Both turned out to be suc- 
cessful home games but didn’t work 
for coin-op. We could not get the de- 
signers to understand how to make 
the games work as coin games. You 
can come up with a game that’s fun to 
play, but unless it produces in the 
cash box it isn’t a good game for our 
industry. 

Two years ago 3-DO signed up 
three manufacturers to produce ar- 
cade games with hardware from Elec- 
tronic Arts. We were the first on line 
with a game, Shootout at Old Tucson, 
and are now the only manufacturer 
developing games with 3-DO software. 
After Mad Dog II came Crime Patrol, 
now Orbatak, and a fifth game will fol- 
low soon. 

This hardware uses a disc; it is a 
high-tech cartridge system. When you 
kit the game and sell new titles for the 
hardware you provide a five-inch CD 
and controls that are necessary to op- 
erate that game—joysticks, trackballs, 
whatever. 

One of the difficult parts of creating 
a universal hardware system is fixing 
the control interface to use trackballs, 
guns, and other control options. There 
is no need to always have joystick con- 
trols. Controls must match the game 
play. We could have done Orbatak 
with a joystick but it wouldn’t feel the 
same. 

My concern with a universal game 
platform is, where do you draw the 
line of technology? Our 3-D system is 
a good system but there will be some 
other technological breakthrough in 
coin-op that delivers a unique experi- 
ence. If you lock into one hardware 
system, later you could find a home 
game system that becomes more ad- 
vanced. 

There should be a place for a sys- 
tem like our 3-DO system where you 
can get good technology, inexpensive 
updates, and games that are easy to ex- 
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change. But I don’t think it’s the be-all, 
end-all. 

Big companies have to be profitable 
and that means selling thousands of 
units. It’s in the manufacturer’s best in- 
terest to sell as many upright cabinets 
as possible. Call it one of those wicked 
situations like peace in the Middle 
East; everyone has ideas, but making it 
happen is difficult to accomplish. 

I would be elated if I had five out- 
side houses developing for my CD- 
ROM system. No matter how good we 
are, we can only do a certain number 
of games on that system because we 
are limited in engineering resources. 
Even in a system that’s made to be 
converted, manufacturers must keep 
pushing the envelope.

Theoretically, the concept of a uni- 
versal platform is great. Whether it 
would save the industry or not, I don’t 
know. But it would give us a cheaper 
source of product. 

From a practical standpoint I don’t 
know if manufacturers now in our in- 
dustry are going to have the incentive 
to develop one platform. There are too 
many different directions the manufac- 
turers are going with technology. 

If it was done, you would open up 
the possibility of getting software from 
hundreds of programmers and that’s 
good—that would be the biggest ad- 
vantage. Right now those software pro- 
grammers don't think of the coin-op in- 
dustry because there is no universal 
platform. 

It would be extremely tough to im- 
plement; I don’t know if anyone in the 
industry has the power to do it. It 
would be beneficial if you had some of 
the heavy-hitters designing for the 
platform. 

The whole National Amusement 
Network Inc. plan is a similar idea. If 
NANI gets units out there—we’ve al- 
ready got things in place—the platform 
could be opened up to everybody. The 
idea is you would have your game 
compatible with the NANI system.

We need to emulate the movie in- 
dustry. Right now we put a game on 
one platform for coin-op and then put 
it on a different platform for home sys- 
tems. With a single platform that cross- 
es both, this industry would be up 
there with the movie industry. 

Movies go to first-run theaters, then 
$1 cinemas, cable, videotape rental, in- 
dividual purchase, and a few years lat- 
er you can see it on network TV for 
free. The people who produced the 
movie are making money every step of 
the way. It’s a profitable method of dis- 
tribution; they have already shown us 
how to do it. 

Originally TV was supposed to kill 
the movie industry. Now it’s a profit 
center for movies. We need to take 
that home video game market and 
turn it into a positive for the coin-op 
market. It’s not the only way; it’s the 
smart way to take this industry for- 
ward. 

With both the movie industry and 
the software industry the big cost is up 
front in development and the specula- 
tion that people will pay money to see 
your movie or play your video game. 
The cost of film is negligible. The cost 
of a circuit board is the least of our 
worries. It’s the programming. If we 
had one platform we could make mil- 
lions of units. You could take a whole 
circuit board and turn it into a chip if 
you make enough of them. Designing 
that first chip is the expensive part. 

When you only make runs in the 
thousands you are stuck with making 
these big circuit boards which are 
more expensive to produce. If every- 
one could agree on one platform it 
would be a superstar machine. The 
economy would be tremendous, and 
the cost of the hardware and software 
would come down and allow indepen- 
dent software developers to invent 
games and crack into the coin-op mar- 
ket. 

All the manufacturers are trying to 
go for the bigger piece of the pie, 
which are male players aged 15 to 22. 
We need games that make $100 a 
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week but only cost the operator $500. 
With a single platform you could do 
that. You could put out games that 
don't go to the biggest audience, but 
are aimed at a smaller niche, and you 
could make money at it. You can't 
make a living on one piece of the pie; 
you need a whole pie. 

What’s happening with all the fight- 
ing games is we are appealing to a very 
small segment of the population. Sure, 
this is a loyal group of people. But if we 
keep putting out fighting game after 
fighting game, sooner or later women 
and some of the boys will leave. Our 
player base will keep shrinking. We've 
concentrated too much on the fighting 
game so there are not as many people 
going through our locations. 

Another thing we need is game test- 
ing in different types of locations. The 
operator needs to know where he can 
put that game to get the highest return. 
We have only a handful of collection 
reports to go by and most of the test 
figures are from big arcades. We'd like 
a reality check, please. 

Manufacturers spend $1 million or 
$2 million to develop a game and then 
say, “Go sell it.” It’s like going fishing 
without any bait on the line. The lack 
of legitimate, honest testing is appalling. 
Certain games may make double in 
one type of location. If the operator 
knows that at the beginning the games 
could be paid for quickly. You find out 
two or three months later, but by that 
time the best revenue could be lost. 

This is what I often hear from oper- 
ators: “I took this game and put it in 
my best spot and it’s not making any 
money. From contact with other cus- 
tomers I can suggest he take that same 
game and put it in a pizza parlor or a 
truck stop where I’ve heard it will do 
better. But that information was not 
available when it should have been. 

The level of trust that used to exist 
among the operator, distributor, and 
manufacturer has eroded year by year. 
A new game comes out and the opera- 
tor is as skeptical as hell about buying 
it. As a distributor we try hard to be 
the filter and to weed out the stuff 
that’s not going to make it. Our job has 
become a lot more complicated and 
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hungry and

more difficult. We’re on the front lines, 
seeing it with our own eyes. 

The business has to change. There 
is so much potential. I think we could 
catch up to the movie industry and per- 
haps surpass it. People don’t go to the 
movies all day long, but they will play 
games during the day and in the 
evening. It’s time to change the trend of 
innovative people creating games for 
personal computers or home systems.

The AMOA has had discussions 
about the proposal of a universal video 
game platform but we're not in a posi- 
tion to manufacturer the equipment, 
nor can we tell the manufacturers how 
to go about doing that. 

AMOA’s role is to educate and in- 
form industry members about what we 
believe is going to happen in the fu- 
ture. With the National Amusement 
Network Inc. we have put out invita- 
tions to all video game manufacturers 
to participate and make their product 
NANI network-aware and compatible. 
The response from some has been pos- 
itive, and we have not heard from oth- 
ers. We have not been shy about 
telling manufacturers that other soft- 
ware producers have contacted NANI 
and expressed interest. Our first priori- 
ty is to work within our own industry. 

As an operator, my personal belief 
is it’s where the industry will be head- 
ed anyway because of technology. Pro- 
grammers in general will be able to 
write for a wide variety of mediums. 
Look at Windows ‘95 and the talk 
about Microsoft getting into game sys- 
tems. Inevitably that’s what is going to 
happen. You see more and more of our 
manufacturers entering the home mar- 
ket. A natural evolution will take place. 

Downloading will be coming in the 
future, whether for personal computer 
format, home systems, cable systems, 
or in coin-op.

As technology changes daily I don’t 
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DATA EAST is proud to bring you their newest 
mallet game, “RESCUE THE GUPPY.” With the 
fun underwater theme, players give the hungry 
turtles a bang on the head before they can eat 
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necessarily see companies designing 
for new special hardware. Companies 
want to do something totally on their 
own and separate themselves from 
other factories. When you throw that 
into the scenario I don’t see it going in 
that direction. 

Manufacturers use different design 
tools. If they would have to change 
those tools it would be costly, and that 
would mean another capital invest- 
ment for a new universal system or 
platform. It takes a long time to get 
something new off the ground. The 
National Amusement Network Inc. test 
is a perfect example. 

The brightest part of a universal 
system would be that operators would 
feel there would be a lot of games 
available for it. It would bring new de- 
signers into the coin-op realm and we 
might see different types of games that 
we have not seen in the past. 

Over time it has been proven that a 
system can work, be supported, and 
stay for quite a few years. The system 
we have now (Neo-Geo) will not be 
adapted or upgraded. There is still a lot 
of memory left in designing games 
specifically for that system. We are 
about a year away from introducing a 
deluxe system—not to replace the Neo- 
Geo—but something entirely new, a 
simulator-type setup focused more to 
arcades and game rooms. 

There is concern that SNK will 
move totally away from our current 
platform. We are still committed to 
Neo-Geo until the end of the decade. 
That’s a long enough run. 

For a few years now there have 
been complaints about the size and 
price of games not helping the street 
operator. We have filled the niche, but 
one company can't keep that going. 
That’s why you are going to see more 
systems. I think that’s the wave of the 
future for street locations. There has to 
be an affordable alternative for street 
operators to survive in video. 

In the past it was simple: plug in the 
games, walk away, and you still gota 
good income in the cash box. Now it 
takes a lot more effort to stay in the 
black. Because it was easier in the past 
some operators are throwing up their 
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arms and saying it’s all going away. 
They have to work harder to increase 
the revenue on what they have. 

There is a lot of fear out there, I un- 
derstand that. Certain operators are 
satisfied with a cartridge that’s two 
years old, but their revenue could in- 
crease substantially if they put in new 
software and new headers. It goes 
back to trying something new. Remem- 
ber that we are in the entertainment 
industry.

Our perspective is that of a software 
developer. Our genre is action games, 
intuitive games the player can really 
get into. We are developers and pub- 
lishers of titles for the home market, 
such as Dragon's Lair, Space Ace, Drag- 
on’s Lair II Time Warp, and the upcom- 
ing Brain Dead 13 which we are look- 
ing to put into the arcade market built 
around the 3-DO platform. 

Essentially you need to have action 
games or puzzle games to make the 
transition from home games to arcade 
games. For the most part it is going to 
be action games that are going to make 
the move from both sides. 

We are interested in supplying up- 
grade CD-ROM kits to existing arcade 
hardware that can be sold in the af- 
fordable $300 to $600 range, sort of 
an enhanced Neo-Geo. We'd like to 
see that arrangement done with CD- 
ROM-based next-generation home 
console units as the hardware basis. It 
does two things: sets the standard and 
lets us amortize the development costs. 
We could develop for one platform 
and release to both the home and the 
arcade; make it negligible to do an ar- 
cade version. From our point of view it 
has to be CD-ROM-capable; we are 
not interested in boards. 

There were two limiting factors in 
home-based units in the past: proces- 
sor speed and data storage. CD-ROM 
and improved processors clear the way 
to do some really decent products on 
home-based machines. In that same 
line of thought, those next-generation 
console games for the home (Sega Sat- 
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urn, Sony PlayStation, Atari Jaguar, 3- 
DO) are even more powerful than the 
personal computer and more afford- 
able, albeit dedicated to games and not 
used as a general purpose machine, yet 
spectacular in their single purpose of 
playing games. 

Right now we are looking to work 
with American Laser Games since it 
is the only company with next-gener- 
ation home console hardware as a 
platform in the arcades. We develop 
on 3-DO anyway, and we have an ac- 
tion adventure game that will transfer 
well to the arcade. Not everyone is in 
that position, but we happen to be 
one that could make the transition 
fairly painlessly and that’s what we 
are looking to do.

From a pure business point of view 
a universal platform takes away the 
competitive nature of the business. 
Manufacturers do different things with 
their own hardware systems, which 
gives the players the option of what 
game to play. It’s not an association’s 
position; it’s an individual manufactur- 
er’s position. 

As a distributor I’ve observed this: 
everyone wants things cheaper but still 
demands the best product possible. 
The two do not always come together. 
I understand the need for good game 
play—that’s what drives our business, 
nothing else. 

The problem we have today is not 
enough variety. Per unit, the games are 
making more, but there are not 
enough games for the street market 
(the taverns). I’m not too sure we'll 
ever have enough games for the regu- 
lar tavern because the patrons are old- 
er; they're not kids.

We are primarily a game technolo- 
gy company founded in 1994 to de- 
velop games for both the coin-op and 
home game markets working with in- 
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dependent game designers. 

The really important thing about a 
coin-op game system is that it has to 
provide a different game experience 
than what you find in the home. Look 
at the games that are at the top of the 
charts—they are all 3-D games. Very 
strong 3-D components make them 
unique experiences. 

Game designers we talked to see 
the connection between coin-op suc- 
cess and home success. Mortal Kom- 
bat and Street Fighter were tremen- 
dous hits in the home as well as the 
arcade. It’s much like the movie busi- 
ness. Everyone develops for the big 
screen, but the home video receipts 
are larger than the box office receipts. 
The coin-op world is the big screen 
development. 

If you develop a scalable platform 
that can be tailored to different envi- 
ronments it would be possible to have 
a universal game system where indi- 
vidual developers could target coin-op 
game systems. 

Certainly the technology is out 
there. Personal computers are getting 
powerful enough. You can have a low- 
end PC and a high-end PC used as a 
coin-op machine. The only question is 
price point, possibly $4,500 to 
$6,000. You can’t buck too many 
trends in the industry. Updated soft- 
ware would have to be reasonably 
priced. The best model to look at in 
the coin-op world is what SNK did 
with Neo-Geo. 

A PC equipped with special graph- 
ics becomes a very powerful general 
purpose system. Intel’s Pentium 
processor and Microsoft are enabling 
the PC to do the kinds of things that 
were previously impossible on the 
PC. 

If one could imagine a system un- 
der the $6,000 price point with the 
same kind of punch the Daytona 
USA platform has, it might be very 
interesting. We certainly hope that’s 
the case. A

happened before and only an idiot 
would let it happen again.” Read all the 
details in the story that follows. 

There was a good mix of equipment 
including redemption, videos, pinballs, 
vending, darts, pool tables, air hockey, 
foosball, kiddie rides, and related sup- 
port and supply companies. Though 
still gun-shy about investing too heavi- 
ly in video games, operators were talk- 
ing about the games they saw with 
comments like these: 

“I keep thinking I'll come to a show 
and not see anything new. But I come 
and I usually see something that will 
enhance my route. I’m very leery 
about video games, but they are a vital 
part of my route so I make a point of 
finding some I can use. If anyone 
thinks they can stay in business with 
the same tired games they’re wrong. 
But I agree that it is possible to have a 
mix of older games and new games 
and be successful.” 

“I figured I would go home with 
nothing after hearing sob stories from 
fellow operators about how bad things 
are. But my business is keeping me go- 
ing because I seek out new things and 
I found a few this time, as usual.” 

“I was discussing some things with 
other operators and we seem to agree 
that the selection of video games is 
much better than it has been. There 
are the high-end, expensive games but 
there are also some kits and inexpen- 
sive videos that we'd be crazy not to 
try. There’s not so much crap as there 
was only a few years ago.” 

“Tread an interview with Sega’s Ken 
Anderson in your September issue and 
had to read it again. He has the right 
idea and said some things that should 
have been said a long time ago. He got 
me thinking and I’m recommending 
that every operator in America read 
that interview.” 

An exhibitor, who obviously was a 
little tired of hearing negative com- 
ments about the show, had this to say: 
“The people who really work the show 
will make a point of seeing everything. 
We've seen everyone we wanted to see 
and we’ve gotten a few new accounts 
also.” And another: “The bottom line 
at this or any show is that if you have a 
good product, you'll have a great show. 
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If you don’t you'll be complaining.” 

Some exhibitors were not satisfied 
with their booth location and didn’t 
mind voicing their displeasure. In fact, 
when the show opened the second 
day, there were some exhibitors who 
had moved during the night. One high- 
ly vocal exhibitor was outraged at his 
location in the show. “We're consider- 
ing pulling out altogether next year,” 
he said. “How can AMOA treat their 
loyal exhibitors like this.” 

However, others claimed the floor 
plan was the best it’s ever been. “It was 
kind of nice walking in and seeing 
some space. The aisles were easy to 
travel and I especially liked the way 
AMOA set up comfortable sitting areas 
all around the floor. I’ve left the show 
in the past because I just had to get off 
my feet. This time I could always find 
a place to relax.” 

And how about these two com- 
ments that seem to sum things up: “If 
anyone tells you business is good, 
they're lying.” “If anyone tells you 
business is bad, they’re exaggerating.” 


Cigarette vending 


Operators had several things on 
their minds; one, proposed legislation 
to ban the use of cigarette vending ma- 
chines. Approximately 30 operators 
met during the show to discuss a line 
of defense. The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration summarized its goal like 
this in its proposed rules package: 
“The FDA is proposing new regula- 
tions governing the sale and distribu- 
tion of nicotine-containing cigarettes 
and smokeless tobacco products to 
children and adolescents in order to 
address the serious public health prob- 
lems caused by the use of and addic- 
tion to these products. The proposed 
rules would not restrict the use of to- 
bacco products by adults.” 

The goal, the FDA noted, is to help 
the country achieve one of the objec- 
tives of the “Healthy People 2000” re- 
port. And that is to reduce by half the 
number of adolescents and children 
who use tobacco. This report was a 
joint venture between the Institute of 
Medicine of the National Academy of 
Sciences with the help of the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, and included almost 
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300 national membership organiza- 
tions and all state health departments. 
They studied current patterns of to- 
bacco use and determined that more 
than three million adolescents smoke, 
and an additional one million use 
smokeless tobacco. They further deter- 
mined that anyone who does not begin 
smoking during adolescence most like- 
ly never will; 87 percent of adult 
smokers began before the age of 18. 

The stated goals of the FDA are 
quite clear that they do not want to in- 
terfere with adult smokers and are 
strictly aiming at preventing children 
from starting to smoke. And while no 
one disagrees with the objective, there 
is a definite misunderstanding about 
banning cigarette vending machines. 
AMOA noted in its list of key points in 
the defense of cigarette vending, “The 
vending industry has always support- 
ed age restrictions and their enforce- 
ment. We support and participate in a 
national program titled ‘It’s the Law.’ 
Over 90 percent of cigarette vending 
machines are already placed in age re- 
stricted locations, primarily liquor es- 
tablishments and places of work.” 

AMOA pointed out, “There is no 
evidence that the banning of the ciga- 
rette vending machines is needed. Pro- 
moting compliance with current laws 
and regulations would be a more effec- 
tive means of achieving a reduction in 
underage use of tobacco products.” It 
continued, “Cigarette vending ma- 
chines are used by legal adult cus- 
tomers. Less than two percent of ciga- 
rettes are even sold through vending 
machines.” 

While a ban on cigarette vending 
will have no impact on the number of 
teenage smokers, AMOA said, there is 
evidence that a total ban would affect 
small family businesses. The average 
vending company has less than 10 em- 
ployees. AMOA estimates that over 
10,000 jobs will be eliminated if such 
a ban were put into effect.

Ton Tucker didn’t realize what 
a chord she would strike with the audi- 
ence at the AMOA Awards Show and 
Banquet when she began her perfor- 
mance with a new song, “Trouble.” Fri- 
day, Sept. 22 had been a harrowing 
day for several exhibitors whose 
games were determined by the 
Louisiana State Police to be in viola- 
tion of the law. The result? Removal of 
the games from the exhibit floor in the 
middle of the show. 

Among the affected companies 
were Best Amusement, Dynamo Corp., 
Merit Industries, Rosemary Coin Ma- 
chines, Micro Mfg., and U.S. Games. 

While attendees were hearing an 
inspirational message from keynote 
speaker Pat Williams on the second 
floor of the Ernest N. Morial Conven- 
tion Center at the annual business 
meeting, on the exhibit floor staff 
members of Micro Mfg. and US. 
Games were busy removing card- 
themed games from their multigame 
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countertop units in hopes of complying 
with the law. 

At the Dynamo booth boards were 
removed from Solitaire Challenge and 
Tournament Solitaire games. A few 
aisles away at the Rosemary Coin Ma- 
chines booth, multiplayer blackjack- 
themed games on redemption mode 
sat with blank screens. 

Games had not yet been touched at 
Merit Industries, where Merit’s Dave 
Myers said, “This is terrible. I’m sorry 
we came to this show. It’s a shame to 
do this to the companies who are the 
only ones doing any business for the 
street operator.” (Ironically, Merit re- 
ceived an award that evening for its 
Mega Touch II game as Most Innova- 
tive New Technology.) 

Later in the day all the alleged ille- 
gal games were removed from the 
show floor; possession was considered 
a felony. This marked the second time 
in three years that AMOA has faced 
this situation; the last time was 1993 
in Anaheim, Calif. 

This action was not a total surprise 
since the State Police notified AMOA 
public affairs manager Laura Olson on 
Sept. 6 that “it has been determined 
that the convention would potentially 
involve the possession of and/or trans- 
portation into and within the State of 
Louisiana, devices which are prohibit- 
ed under the laws of this state.” AMOA 
in turn faxed exhibitors with this news. 

At a Friday afternoon press confer- 
ence AMOA executive vice president 
John Schumacher acknowledged that 
the association lost 30 booths about 
three weeks before the show as a result 
of companies deciding to pull out. 

Some companies felt that their 
games would not be considered illegal 
and took their chances bringing them 
to the show in spite of the notice. 
While games with card graphics were 
shut down, reel-type games were not, 
resulting in some hard feelings and 
questions about interpretation of the 
laws. 

Companies such as Arachnid and 
VLC that are licensed under the video 
poker law were allowed to show 
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State Police pull games 


games, but only the specific licensed 
models. 

The situation was termed “a bigger 
issue than a trade show.” The state’s 
gambling industry recently has come 
under fire for improprieties that range 
from questionable licensing practices 
to illegal campaign contributions to 
legislators. The letter-of-the-law ap- 
proach was considered by many to be 
a reaction to the increased scrutiny of 
Louisiana’s gambling industry. 

Following are more comments: 

Horst Wedner of Dynamo: “It’s 
ridiculous not to give the manufactur- 
ers the outline of what they can dis- 
play. We’re in both businesses (amuse- 
ment and gaming). It’s not fair to make 
an assumption that it’s a gaming device 
when other states say it’s not.” 

David Beasley of Micro Mfg.: “They 
(La. State Police) wanted us to pull the 
boards. In that case we might as well 
go home.” 

Jay Tenenbaum of U.S. Games: 
“These games simply are on demon- 
stration mode and no one is getting 
any money. At an Indian gaming show 
in Wisconsin temporary licenses were 
issued for a three-day period so every- 
one could display their wares. That’s a 
pro-business approach.” 

R.A. Green III of Rosemary Coin 
Machines: “I could understand their 
concerns if the show was open to the 
public and gaming was going on, but 
this is a trade show. I have reservations 
about ever showing here again. It’s 
hard to believe they are going to re- 
move a countertop Solitaire game 
that’s running all over the country be- 
cause it has a card on it.” 

Rep. Peppi Bruneau (R-New Or- 
leans): “This is a clear case of lack of 
communication all the way around. 
There should have been more clarifi- 
cation about what you can bring in, 
some legal work done on the part of 
the convention center. This is a trade 
show; nobody plays cash in these ma- 
chines. It would be a tragedy to lose 
this trade show. In the future we 
should try to work things out on a spe- 
cial permit basis.” A

ncoming AMOA president Randy 
Chilton studied his notes carefully in 
preparing to address the association 
business meeting on the second day 
of the trade show. But when it came 
his time to speak, the Wichita, Kan., 
native said the weighty issues he in- 
tended to address didn’t seem as seri-

in attendance appeared to agree. 
That fact was largely due to the 
previous speaker, businessman Henri 
Landwirth, who founded Give Kids 
the World in Kissimmee, Fla., and 
stole the show at AMOA ‘95 when he 
was presented with an award of ap- 
preciation by the association. Give 
Kids the World offers terminally ill

dream of visiting Disney World by 
providing lodging and passes to all the 
related attractions. AMOA supports 
the facility and its game room. 

“Many of the children who come to 
see us never see their next birthday,” 
Landwirth told the crowd in a moving 
speech. “Your involvement with us is 
extremely important. Seventy-five 
percent of the children who come to 
us want to see Mickey Mouse. One 
hundred percent of the children who 
come to see us want to see video 
games.” 

Also on the business meeting agen- 
da was a report from government af- 
fairs manager Laura Olson, who in- 
formed members that a provision of 
the House of Representatives budget 
plan authorizing a new dollar coin in 
place of the paper currency had been 
removed by both houses of Congress. 

“Basically it was removed when 
they were positive they didn’t have 
the votes,” she explained. “They 
would rather remove it than loose a 
vote in committee.” 

On a more upbeat note, AMOA 
board member Bill Beckham of Red 
Baron Amusements in Toledo, Ohio, 
gave an overview of recent negotia- 
tions with manufacturers in which the 
issue of parallel games was put to rest 
when the factory representatives 
agreed to sell games in universal for- 
mats around the world. A law which 
allowed the use of parallel games was 
set to expire next month. 

“To get the law extended was go- 
ing to be very difficult,” Beckham 
said. “The decision was made to sit 
down with AAMA. Now, we're not 
going to have to buy dedicated 
games if they’re available as kits 
anywhere else. If the agreements 
are lived by we've just averted a po-

tentially huge and very devisive is- 
sue.” 

In looking toward his future year as 
president, Chilton of Chilton Vending 
Co. said he does not intend to intro- 
duce a whole new set of goals for the 
trade association. “When you start 
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looking at all the projects going on, 
half the full board is working full force 
on one project or another,” he said. 
“Our plate is pretty full. I don’t take 
for granted the projects that are going 
on. My goal is to be there to support 
your tasks.”

The coin-op business as a whole, 
Chilton said, will be largely driven by 
innovations in technology in the fu- 
ture, both on the financial and enter- 
tainment end of the industry. “The 
motivation is to face the challenge 
and remain in this industry. What re- 
ally gets in your blood is just to sur- 
vive in this business.” 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
motivational speaker Pat Williams, 
who is the president and general man- 
ager of the Orlando Magic, gave a talk 
largely based on his book about Walt 
Disney. He detailed the qualities that 
contributed to the entertainment 
magnate’s success, including his pen- 
chant for making the most of his time. 

“Make today pay off with divi- 
dends tomorrow,” he told the audi- 
ence.

Th. young fan is three, maybe four- 
years-old at the outset. But her eyes 
sparkle behind the blonde bangs, enrap- 
tured by the band that is making its way 
through a lineup of country standards, 
songs like “Rocky Top.” 

Members of the band include a banjo- 
strumming primate and a lion who can 
play a mean guitar lick; they are electronic 
creations. But that fact matters not to their 
young admirer; it probably hasn't even oc- 
curred to her. 

At the end of the set, she claps heartily. 
“Play more, play more!” she exclaims. 
When they don't, she lingers, clinging to 
the front edge of a stage she can barely see 
over. Waiting, hoping for more. 

This scene took place recently at a fami- 
ly entertainment center in southeast 
Louisiana, but the young fan’s experience 
is universal. What is it about such charac- 
ters that so attracts the young, as well as 
the young at heart? What is it that makes 
them the perfect business emissaries? 

Our culture is filled with examples of 
corporate characters, Mickey Mouse and 
Ronald McDonald being the most notable, 
that have been able to successfully stamp 
themselves into the collective imaginations 
of millions of potential customers. 

“It seems that businesses targeting children are especially prone to developing animated or 
costume characters,” suggested Thomas Zaken, president of 21st 
Century Robotics. “Perhaps this is because kids have imagina- 
tions that allow them to readily accept and identify with fun, fan- 
tasy characters as representatives of a business.” 

Zaken’s company is one of six we profile in this month’s “FEC 
Focus” in an attempt to look at what is available in both anima- 
tronic and costume characters for the FEC market, and how they 
can both improve the quality of entertainment and serve as an 
effective marketing tool. Also on the roster are two costume com- 
panies, two animatronic manufacturers, and a company that pro- 
vides sound for costume characters. A

ChatterBox gives voice 
to entertainment needs 


When sound came to the movies a number of Hollywood's most prominent 
stars and filmmakers, including Charlie Chaplin and D. W. Griffith, fell from the 
public’s proverbial grace. It was a lesson learned the hard way, but that same mis- 
take need not be repeated by modern-day entertainment providers, according to 
the New Mexico-based ChatterBox company. 

ChatterBox specializes in making costume characters and mascots talk through 
the use of its voice processing system. It’s like the difference between a rock and 
Rock & Roll, say company officials.

Included in the system is a voice 
processor/amplifier, quality headset 
microphone, heavy-duty speaker, 
rechargeable power pack, automatic 
power pack charger, and pouches 
and belts. Options include a C-cell 
power pack, custom installations, 
dual miniature speakers, and an ex- 
tended warranty. 

The system, which can provide for an 
endless variety of entertaining voices 
and sounds, comes with a 90-day war- 
ranty and service support from the 
company. 

Customers have given ChatterBox 
rave reviews. Here are comments from 
a couple of them: 

“We use the ChatterBox system 16 
hours a day, five days a week, and 
eight hours a day on weekends,” said 
Carla Kempton of Family Kingdom 
Amusement Park in Myrtle Beach, S.C. “It’s durable, reliable, and without it, our 
King Arthur character wouldn't be near the attraction it is.” 

“When we first got our costume, we thought it was totally unique and original, 
but when we put the ChatterBox in it we couldn’t believe we had ever considered 
keeping the costume quiet,” recalled Joe Guzzardi of Coca-Cola Bottling Co. in 
Albuquerque, N.M. “There’s no comparison.”

Robots are messengers 
of fun for 21st Century 


Communication theorist Marshall McCluhan laid down his famous maxim “the 
medium is the message” several decades ago, and one company that has been 
demonstrating that since 1978 is Norcross, Ga.,-based 21st Century Robotics. 

21st Century, the high-tech division of Creative Systems Group Inc., has produced 
over 700 promotional and educational robots for customers around the world. Its 
clients are a who's who of corporate America and include Coca-Cola, IBM, Ralston 
Purina, and Federal Express, to name a few. 

The company also pioneered the concept of using robotic celebrities as an effec- 
tive tool to communicate serious safety messages. Over 190 law enforcement agen- 
cies in the United States and Canada are using one or more of the company’s ARES 
(Auxiliary Robotic Educational System) robots as an integral part of their drug 
awareness, community safety, and crime 
prevention programs. 

In recent years the company has also 
turned its sights on the growing family 
entertainment center market, according 
to company president Thomas Zaken.

And the appeal of a robot, he added, 
lies in its high-tech nature with bright flashing lights, moveable parts, and the ability 
to carry on conversation. 

These electronic pied pipers have been extremely effective in getting the word 
out for Discovery Zone, according to Zaken, who believes they should be able to in- 
crease traffic in most any FEC. 

Typical features and functions of a promotional robot from 21st Century include: 
remote control, colorful illuminated buttons, bright eye lights, life-like head move- 
ments, a moveable right arm that shakes hands, a two-way wireless communication 
system, built-in voice synthesizer, and a Vantec variable speed controller. Other op- 
tions available are a chest-mounted TV/VCR, automatic ticket dispenser, video cam- 
corder, built-in bill exchanger and token dispenser, and a digital message board. 

Zaken said 21st Century will continue to pursue the FEC market and plans to in- 
troduce several new products at Fun Expo ‘95.

Cauer Story 


Williams finds the special 





In the ever changing coin-op uni- 
verse, manufacturing companies find 
themselves on a perpetual quest for 
the Holy Grail of the amusement 
game business, that intangible quality 
that finds favor with the playing pub- 
lic and brings prosperity to all levels 
of the industry. 

One company that has found that 
elixir, scoring a string of successes in 
both video and pinball over the years, 
is Chicago-based industry stalwart 
Williams Bally/Midway. In discussing 
the company’s achievements, vice 
president of sales Joe Dillon talks a 
good deal about the “special ingredi- 
ents” that go into the company’s prod- 
uct. Those ingredients, he says, find 
their source in Williams’ talent pool of 
creative designers. 


“The designers and engineers at Williams really are 
treated in a very special way,” he explained. “They are 
considered an integral part of the success of the company. 
They are given a lot of freedom to express themselves. I 
think the key thing here is the designer is really put on a 
pedestal. It makes a tremendous difference.” 

This attitude helps produce a melting pot of creative in- 
put which the respective design teams are able to use in re- 
fining or honing rough concepts into a finished product 


that radiates like a diamond. 


So who are the designers that bring to life these objects 


of player worship and economic re- 
ward? They are the best and the 
brightest to come out of engineering 
schools, of course. However, first and 
foremost, they are avid players who 
bring a love of games to their profes- 
sional work. 

Director of licensing Roger Sharpe 
explained that bringing talented young 
designers into a company with such 
rich history helps continue the tradi- 
tion of excellence that has been found- 
ed by Williams. 

“Rather than dictate to designers, 
which I know is fairly prevalent in a lot 
of different companies, the designers 
here are really the ones who come up 
with the concepts and make presenta- 
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Williams’ vice president Joe Dillon heads up 
the company’s sales. 


ingredients for success 


tions to management and sales,” said 
Sharpe. It’s really from their imagina- 
tion that everything starts. 

“This has been part of the Williams 
heritage from day one; it’s really a 
legacy,” he continued. “This is 
throughout pinball and video and 
everything else we do here.” 

An example of that process working 
at its best, according to both Sharpe 
and Dillon, is the successful Mortal 
Kombat series, which is currently on its 
third incarnation. The key, they say, is 
the designers’ ability to stay on top of 
trends, taking concepts with proven 
track records and making them better 
and more original through their own 
personal vision. 

“With Mortal Kombat, the designers 


went out and studied the market,” explained Sharpe. 


“These guys really don’t work in a vacuum. They are very 
sensible about staying close to distributors and operators 
and more importantly staying in touch with the players out 
in the real world. Joe, over the years has talked about 
those special ingredients that go into the making of any of 
our games. It really is something you can’t quantify; you 
just know it when you see it.” 

Adds Dillon: “For us to say fighting games are in and 
have a guy do a whole MK genre and create this whole sto- 


ry is kind of frightening. But these guys have the ability to

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do that. It’s a little general direction from sales, and then 


these guys pick it up and run with it.” 

The company recently unveiled 
what it hopes will be another example 
of this kind of success, the licensed 
video WrestleMania, which showcases 
digitized graphics of real-life World 
Wrestling Federation stars. Their 
moves have been incorporated into a 
sophisticated web of gameplay giving 
players head-to-head and team compe- 
tition options. 

“What you have is that polished pre- 
sentation when all is said and done to 
bring in players, and not just the first 
time,” said Sharpe. “Anybody can do a 
game that brings in players the first 
time. It’s a question of how do you 
build something that has that longevity

Product development 

Another benefit derived from the 
talent pool of designers at Williams is 
the presence of an in-house laboratory 
that does much to complement the ex- Reg 
tensive on-site testing of new games. < 

“The fact is in our building we 
have the best players in the world; we 
have the creme de la creme of play- 
ers and critics in our own building,” 
said Dillon. 

Their presence, according to Dillon, 
goes a long way in aiding the site test- 
ing managed by Michael Gottlieb, who 
maintains 30 to 35 pieces on site at 
any one time. The company has the 
ability to communicate with games via 
telephone and also installs cameras in 
game monitors to view audience reaction. Dillon said they 
like to get a new game out early, usually on a weekend, 
testing first for reliability, not earnings. This is followed by 
a solid week of testing that also involves interviewing 
players. 

“This is where you're going to learn things in quantum 
leaps, things that you didn’t think about in a lab situation,” 
he explained. “Now you're on-site and a guy is talking to 
you about a rule he doesn’t like and suddenly the light 
turns on and you say, Hey, this guy is right.’ We like to 
have a game out eight weeks before we even start to think 
about making any kind of releases or going to the market.” 

However, Dillon also concedes that once a game has 
been designed there is only so much wiggle room avail- 
able to make changes. “That's part of the investment that 
goes into a video game,” he said. “You really don’t know 
it’s soup until youre finished and you really can’t change 
a lot at that point.”

Something old, 


something new 

While pundits publicly 
yearn for original game 
themes and decry an industry 
culture of copycat products, 
the team at Williams has been 
able to strike a balance be- 
tween the familiar and the in- 
novative. With each new sea- 
son, the company makes a 
conscious effort to introduce a 
good mix of original product 
along with games based on 
the current trends. 

“When you get something 
that’s successful you really

stay with it,” Dillon said. “The fighting 
themes and the sports themes and the 
driving games are supported by a large 
group of players. But you can’t just run 
a company on that kind of thing. We 
are always experimenting with differ- 
ent themes and ideas. But the minute 
you say that and go out and make that 
investment, here comes another fight- 
ing game. So although we continue to 
design outside of the box, the games 
that seem more successful are the 
fighting, sports, and driving themes.” 
The goal for Williams is to try to see 
both the forest and the trees, explained 
Roger Sharpe. “We've had great suc- 
cess not only with licensed themes but 
also original themes,” he said. “If there 
is legitimacy in moving forward with a 
concept, and there doesn’t happen to 
be a movie or something else at that 
particular time that we can tie into, then we will say let’s go 
ahead and do the concept. When it makes sense we'll do li- 
censes, but when it doesn’t we are very comfortable know- 
ing that the creative talent here will take us somewhere we 
want to be.” 

Again, Mortal Kombat can be used to demonstrate this 
process that leads to success, according to Dillon. “The 
people here are very creative and sometimes if they have a 
brainchild like Mortal Kombat they would rather go ahead 
with that theme than license a Van Damme.” 

But it doesn’t stop with the creation of a game. So 
Williams has stepped forward with a revolutionary plan to 
increase a game’s longevity through the use of promotions, 
such as movies, live-action tours, and gameplay updates to 
keep ahead of the home market. A picture taken at the 
ACME show MK3 unveiling of Williams’ executives along 
with several distributors and the leadership of AMOA, Dil- 
lon said, typifies how the process should work. 

“We have the whole channel of distribution working on 
something,” he said. “We 
can take away the fear of 
the home business inter- 
fering with the coin-oper- 
ated business. Like any 
other product, you've got 
to get off your fanny and 
start to promote. But we 
can't do it alone. It takes 
the operator, distributor, 
and manufacturer working 
together to promote a 
product. Without that kind 
of effort it will not work.” 
Learning from its own suc- 
cess with MK3, Williams 
has followed a very similar 
path with the video 
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WrestleMania. Through the World 
Wrestling Federation license, the com- 
pany will be able to cross promote its 
product in places and ways not seen in 
the traditional coin-op world. Opportu- 
nities range from promotion of the 
game at wrestling events to arcade 
tournaments offermg WWF tickets or 
related items as prizes. 

“Tt really is the way to go with some 
of these properties,” Dillon said. “If 
you do this and extend the effort it’s 
great success for the product.” 

“Once you've got a solid game and 
you can build on that with value 
added, you've got a home run,” added 
Sharpe. “That’s what we're looking at, 
trying to make sure the operator is 
making the best possible investment 
when he buys a Williams Bally/Mid- 
way product.” 

After AMOA last month Williams 
made available the new updates to the 
coin-op version of MK3 just as it was 
also putting out the game for the home market. The up- 
date contains moves and characters not available for the 
home systems, fulfilling the company’s long-standing com- 
mitment to the coin-op market. And company officials say 
there is no change in that attitude on the horizon. 

“The Blockbusters and home movies and VCRs have 
not stopped people from going to the movies,” Dillon not- 
ed. “The theater experience is something people enjoy, get- 
ting out of the house. We feel there are two different mar- 
kets. There’s no question that players cross over, but we're 
not convinced that one hurts the other. It may in fact be 
that they are both promoting each other.” 

“There’s no question technology will drive this busi- 
ness and there may be different for- 
mats and different arrangements in 
how the ultimate product is delivered 
to the public,” he continued. “But 
again, it’s like the motion picture or 
fashion industry; it’s a little difficult 
to do long-term planning. Every day 
we have to stay ahead of the game 
and on top. We probably invest more 
in research and development than 
other companies.” 

Thus, no matter how far afield tech- 
nology ranges in developing game 
platforms, operators and distributors 
can still count on Williams Bally/Mid- 
way as a source for the purest essence 
of what can be created and presented 
to players in the form of coin-op 
games. 

“Take Cruis’n USA for instance,” 
said Sharpe. “There’s just something

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about going to the arcade to play it, 
the electricity and socialization in- 
volved, that will not be eliminated.” 


Redemption and pinball 

Even as the company forges ahead in 
the video market, Williams is also 
looking at simultaneously expanding 
its redemption game production. 

“We've kept our toe in the water and 
had success with Addams Family Val- 
ues, Double Cheese, and Screamin’ 
Slopes,” said Dillon. “Now we've taken 
a more serious stance with Marty Glaz- 
man coming back to Williams to head 
up a whole redemption division. 

“So we’ve taken redemption by the 
teeth. It’s a big part of the market and 
it’s a growing part of the market. We 
want to be the leader and we want to 
dedicate the resources necessary to do 
that. I think people were pleasantly 
surprised at the AMOA when we intro- 
duced several new games.” 

It is also impossible to talk about the company without a 
serious look at today’s pinball market. Williams Bally/Mid- 
way has long been seen as the dominant force ur the pin- 
ball business. 

The company introduced two new pin games before 
AMOA ‘95, and more innovative new product was seen 
at the show. (See show coverage in this issue for all of 
the company’s newest offerings.) The two new games 
were JackBot under the Williams label and Indy 500 
from Bally. These games represent the way in which 
Williams has achieved diversity, mixing games for the 
more general player like JackBot with others geared for 
the aficionado, such as /ndy. 

“Tt gives us flexibility having the 
Williams and Bally trade styles,” Dillon 
explained. “We can put before the cus- 
tomers two pins that are going to best 
fit any number of locations. With Jack- 
Bot for instance, we used a very easy 
to understand playfield. All you have 
to do is shoot up the middle. But for 
the sophisticate, you get to cheat and 
set the rules to your own advantage.” 
Sharpe, who in addition to heading up 
licensing is also the author of a book 
on pinball, says achieving that range 
and meeting the needs of different lev- 
els of players and locations is “the real 
challenge in pinball today.” 

“There is a soft market now for pin- 
ball and basically I think it has to do 
with the level and quality of the prod- 
uct that is out there,” added Dillon. 
“As the pipeline fills with better and

better product, there’s more pressure to put even better 
product in front of the player. I assure you that our pinball 
group will continue to produce some outstanding prod- 
ucts that fill the cash box.” 


Looking ahead 

All of this, taken together, puts Williams at the top of 
the present coin-op heap, looking to the future for answers 
that will bring prosperity not only to itself but the industry 
as a whole. 

One nagging problem that may not go away, accord- 
ing to Dillon, is a devalued price for play in many loca- 
tions that makes it difficult for operators to afford new 
equipment. 

“It’s a pure economic equation; other operators around 
the world have been able to attack this problem out of ne- 
cessity because of the freight and duties they have to 
pay,” he said. “They pass that on to the customer. What 
really compounds the problem is if you are on a low price 
per play which you cannot increase, and then you give a 
50/50 split, you are virtually writing your own epitaph by 
the time you take depreciation into consideration. 

“If you can’t raise the price per play, then you have to 
lower the commission to the location. The operator does a 
lot of damn work and adds a lot of value and he should get 
paid.” 

One possible solution that, in fact, seems more viable in 
today’s political climate is the introduction of an exclusive 
dollar coin. Dillon said the introduction of such a coin in 
Canada has allowed a number of operators to stay in busi- 
ness that wouldn't have otherwise. “It makes it so much 
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easier and eliminates a big barrier,” he said. “A guy reach- 
es in his pocket for coins and it has a different connotation 
than reaching in your wallet for a bill.” 

Beyond that, success for the coin-op world in gener- 
al and Williams in particular will likely be found where 
many other entertainment providers have sought to 
further their products’ value, in the marketing of those 
products. 

“We have to get busy promoting and adding value,” Dil- 
lon reiterated. ‘If a guy knew he could win ringside seats at 
the next Wrestle Fest, for instance, he may be more in- 
clined to put 50 cents in a game rather than a quarter. 
When there’s promotion involved and the ability to win 
something, it’s always a little bit easier.” 

As a manufacturer, Williams is also faced with the diffi- 
culties of trying to provide more in a tightening market, 
and the recent explosion of trade shows and exposition 
venues makes it all the more difficult for the company to 
stretch those marketing and sales resources. 

“You have two choices: either you don't go to some of 
the shows or you have to reduce the way you go,” Dillon 
explained. “There are just too many shows and too many 
things happening. 

“T understand at the last AMOA (in San Antonio), we 
were considered to be too opulent because we had so 
much space, etc. Well, that was a decision we made be- 
cause it was the first time we were introducing Cruis’n and 
we were introducing Killer Instinct, projects in which we 
were partners with Nintendo. Each manufacturer has to 
choose what venue and how he wants to go, but I can as- 
sure you that every manufacturer is going to be choosing

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more carefully in the future.” 

Another change on the horizon for 
Williams is a planned expansion of its 
customer service department. Service 
for the company is a number one prior- 
ity, and general manager Ken Fedesna 
has laid down the law: getting advance 
replacements to a customer always 
takes precedence. 

“By and large we have good service 
and maintain a lot of assets,” said Dil- 
lon. “Every once in a while it falls 
down and we get behind the 8-ball in 
certain parts. But we’re on track to be- 
come the best. I think you will see us 
expanding our customer service de- 
partment and it may also be a question 
of us going into some on-line Internet 
services sO operators can come in and 
make inquiries. Technology will work 
in our favor.” 

Williams is also faced with the challenge of being an 
American-based manufacturer. “One of the difficulties we 
have is dollar fluctuation,” Dillon commented. “We al- 
ways have to watch that, being an American corporation 
with a lot of our product going to Europe. When the Eu-

Don’s Amusements promotes 


new tournament idea 


hris Vecchione, general manager of 
Mondial Distributing in Philadelphia, 
Pa., sent us this note along with these 
photos. Here’s what he had to say about 
his customer Don Markel: 

I’ve been less than enthused about 


my customers’ stories of 
doom and gloom on the 
streets. Although excellent 
product is harder to find in 
today’s market, there are 
many other ways to make 
money within our industry 
that only a handful of ven- 
dors seem to have realized. 
Primarily, entertainment is 
our focus, and although it’s 
been written in nearly 
every industry publication 
the message is clearly not 
being received. If I hear 
that “darts won’t work in 
my locations” one more

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Plugging a game into the 

wall outlet and returning to 

collect the cash box is no longer a viable 

way to run a business. Frankly, it never 

was, but good times allowed for it to 

happen. Progressive vendors run their 

businesses differently in 1995 and their 

success depends on their promotion of 

entertainment. I’d like to share one of 
my vendor’s success stories with you. 
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Don Markel of Don’s Amusements, a 
small rural Pennsylvania game operator, 
saw and played the Daytona USA racing 
game while on vacation at the New Jer- 
sey shore. An admitted NASCAR freak, 
Don spent nearly $200 playing the 
game and wondered how this game 
could fit into his route. 

Since collecting 50 percent of the 
cash box surely wouldn't offset the price 
tag of this game, Don went around to 
taverns and other locations in his area 
and presented them with a Daytona 
tournament idea. It would run for one 
month in each location for a fee. When 
he had six months of tournaments pre- 
booked, Don ordered the game from 
me. 

The excitement his tournaments cre- 
ated swept through his very rural sec- 
tion of the state—the entertainment he 
provided was better than the usual alter- 
natives like local bands and DJs. Beer 
companies and other sponsors jumped 
on board with free promotional item 
giveaways and one beer company even 
sent in models to hand out the NASCAR 
jackets and other promo items. The 
models attracted an even larger amount 
of male customers to the host locations 
and soon Don decided to create his own 
personal fleet of “Daytoni Girls.” 

Two of the girls are his daughters 
and, needless to say, their presence at 
the tournaments even further guaran- 
teed success. Before long, the number of 
locations desiring Don’s tournaments 
exceeded his capability to provide the 
game, so he bought another. When Don 
runs a tournament, the volume on the 
game is turned up loud, so even the 
spectators can feel the whiz of the cars 
going by. The contestants are becoming 
almost fanatical; they are living out 
NASCAR dreams. 

By constantly changing the difficulty 
settings on the games, Don is able to al- 
ways Offer a fair race. The tournament 
program has been so successful that 
there is now a point system in place, 
much like the NASCAR circuit that au- 
tomatically ranks the top tournament 
drivers leading up to the Grand Finals. 
The Finals, to be held in Wiconisco, Pa., 
on February 10, are expected to attract 
between 300 and 400 contestants. A

Ohio focuses its 
attention on NANI 


There was a purpose when opera- 
tors converged on Columbus, Ohio, 
for the Ohio Coin Machine Associa- 
tion’s annual trade show in late Au- 
gust.

the country have the same prob- 
lems, concerns, and struggles and 
AMOA is there to help. “Everyone is 
concerned about gaming. It will be a 
hot issue so we must stay strong as a 
unit,” she noted.

“Another extremely important is- 
sue concerning us all is anti-tobacco 
legislation,” she added. “It is now a 
federal issue and President Clinton 
wants a total ban of cigarette vend- 
ing.

AMOA has 
developed some plans to counteract 
the negative impact this legislation 
will have on our members.” 

She then noted that the ban on 
cigarette vending machines has a 
common thread with other unfair 
tax increases in the coin machine in- 
dustry. “That common thread is that 
government intervention can get out 
of control,” she explained. “AMOA’s 
top priority is government relations 
and to keep our members in- 
formed.” 

Paul Corey, OCMA’s executive di- 
rector, added that cigarette vending 
accounts for a mere three percent of 
the tobacco companies’ income. He 
is very concerned that the tobacco 
companies will sell operators down 
the river as a concession to President 
Clinton’s plan. He urged operators to 
contact their representatives and let 
them know how they feel.

Let’s face it, we can hear and read 
about the National Amusement Net- 
work Inc. until we want to throw up 
our hands and say, “Enough al- 
ready.” 

But it’s not until you enter the 
world of NANI and those who are 
giving it a try that you truly under- 
stand what its impact could be. 

NANT has been up and running in 
Ohio and Kansas in an extensive test 
involving about 50 games. While at- 
tending the Ohio Coin Machine As- 
sociation state show, I visited some 
locations that are participating in the 
test. It was an eye-opening experi- 
ence I'd like to share with our read- 
ers. 
First, ’'d like to point out that 
everyone | talked with admitted 
there have been some problems, but 
all were in the installation and com- 
munications. Problems range from 
being off-line for a time, and then 
being bombarded with information 
when back on-line, to having prob- 
lems with the phone lines. All, I’d 
like to add, were considered no sur- 
prise, and no one was unduly dis- 
tressed about it. 

I'd like to take you on a visit to 
Big City Game Room in Columbus 
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where NBA JAM Tournament Edi- 
tion with the NANI capabilities is at- 
tracting customers. Manager David 
Simpson is very excited about NANI 
and spoke to me quite candidly. I 
soon discovered that David is an 
avid player who cut his teeth playing 
games at the arcade he now man- 
ages. He obviously knows a lot 
about playing and his viewpoints 
came from the heart of the player he 
is. 

“This concept is the future,” he 
eagerly pronounced. “It’s a positive 
move for players who are very tech- 
nologically aware. I just hope that 
the NANI people don’t get discour- 
aged about anything to do with this 
test period and decide to quit the 
project.” 

David went on to say that he has 
been impressed with the participa- 
tion, citing about 40 players who 
have signed up. “Of course NBA 
JAM Tournament Edition is not the 
hottest game right now,” he pointed 
out. “If this was on a popular game 
like Killer Instinct it would get even 
more attention.” 

David was not aware that NANI 
has been in the planning stages for 
about two years and NBA JAM Tour- 
nament Edition was the hot game at 
that time. I explained that to him, 
and he said he was anxious to see 
other games hooked up. David is 
certain that NANI will attract play- 
ers and he’s looking forward to the 
future with it. 

One of the owners of Big City, 
Don Rizek, is looking at the test from 
perhaps a different view. However, 
the bottom line was the same. “This 
is something I simply could not af- 
ford NOT to try,” he said. “Once the 
bugs have been worked out and 
everyone's ready to jump on the 
bandwagon, I will already be way 
ahead of the pack while they are still 
learning. My father always told my 
brothers and me that you have to be 
willing to give new things a try. If 
you don’t you'll be left behind.” 
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Big City is not the largest game 
room you'll ever visit, but Don and 
his brothers, John and Ron, can only 
be described as progressive opera- 
tors. Their games are kept spotless, 
the redemption display is better than

those seen in much larger family en- 
tertainment centers, and they are 
constantly on their toes to make im- 
provements or changes when neces- 
sary.

As far as NANI is concerned, you 
don’t have to be a huge operator to 
make it work for you. Large and 
small operators alike will be the key 
to its success. NANI has recently 
hired Dave Sanderson, a marketing 
professional most recently with 
Coca-Cola. When asked why he left 
a company like that to join a fledg- 
ling organization like NANI, he 
doesn’t’ hesitate to explain that the 
potential is tremendous. “It’s fun 
watching small companies grow. 
Some people may wonder why we 
haven't done much marketing on 
NANI so far. It’s like having a baby: 
no one really wants to see the birth. 
They want to see a cute and 
adorable baby. We’re just now giv- 
ing birth to NANI and we knew no 
one would want to see delivery 
room photos. But it won't be long 
before we have that cute, adorable 
toddler! Then our marketing pro- 
grams will be available.”

The sound of money falling from 
slot machines was complemented by 
that of cheering crowds of pool enthu- 
siasts when the Riviera Hotel & Casino 
in Las Vegas hosted the first Dynamo 
9-Ball National Team Championship. 

A total of 58 top teams earned pas- 
sage to the national level and the op- 
portunity to shoot for $50,000 in 
prize money. The event was conduct- 
ed and produced by the American 
Poolplayers Association, the nation’s 
largest amateur pool organization, and 
sponsored by pool table manufacturer 
Dynamo Ltd. 

The 72 Dynamo pool tables used for 
the event were provided by Mountain 
Coin of Las Vegas; set-up and on-site 
servicing was handled by A-1 Billiards. 

After many grueling rounds of play, 
the field narrowed to two teams: 9-Ball 
Express from Honey’s in New Orleans, 
La., and My Brother’s Pub II of Levi- 
town, Pa. The latter ultimately won the 
match, taking home $10,000. Mem- 
bers of My Brothers Pub II celebrated 
their victory the following day by at- 
tending the wedding of teammate Tim 
Warner. 

Second place finisher 9-Ball Ex- 
press won $5,000. Third place finish- 
ers won $3,000, and fifth place 
winners received $1,250. The Sports- 
manship Award also went to 9-Ball Ex- 
press. “Having them get this award 
means more than first place,” said 9- 
Ball Express APA league operator Karl 
Koster. 

In addition to weekly league play, 
every player in the event used the APA 
handicap system known as the Equal- 
izer, the association’s copyrighted 
handicapping service that allows play- 
ers of different skill levels to compete. 
Handicaps are updated during tourna- 
ment play. 

During the event, the APA also set 
up an exhibit area known as the Pool 
Emporium, for vendors to display and 
sell their latest wares to the APA con- 
sumer base. Other popular attractions 
included ongoing Camel Mini-Shot- 
Out tournaments, conducted on Dy- 
namo Top Brass tables, and the APA 
shirt contest, which was won by Fire 
and Ice from Georgetown, Ill.

Hailing from New Orleans, La., the team 9-Ball Express came in second. 


Participation is expected to increase 
dramatically at next year’s event to be 
held in Las Vegas Aug. 3-5, and the 
APA is planning to increase the purse 
from $50,000 to $100,000.

The American Darters Association 
(ADA) hosted the world’s first international 
fiber optic darts match at the 4th Bud Light 
Dart League National Championship. The 
contest was held simultaneously at the 
O’Hare Clarion in Chicago and the Sport- 
tempel in the German village of Gersthofen. 

United States champion Dave Kelley 
defeated England’s five-time world cham- 
pion Eric Bristow 6-2. The electronic soft- 
tip dart scores were instantly transmitted 
from the dart boards on both sides of the 
Atlantic through the use of custom soft- 
ware developed by the sports marketing 
company Harlekin Inc. Spectators from 
both sides witnessed the live action from 
10-foot video screens and heard the 
sounds of the darts and cheers on ampli- 
fied speakers at both locations.

Cyber Cycles hy Namco 

Theme: While driving games cur- 
rently dominate the arcade scene, 
Namco introduces the newest high-res- 
olution, texture-mapped simulation 
game. I believe Cyber Cycles is the first 
motorcycle racing game to get the rev- 
olutionary polygon graphics treatment. 

Three bikes, each of differing style 
and handling difficulty, can be chosen 
to race on one of two tracks sporting 
either a coastal view or a futuristic ur- 
ban locale. Completing the course in 
the allotted time, or having a winning 
position on the track, is what the play- 
er strives for. 

Graphics: As mentioned earlier, 
the visuals employ a polygon-render- 
ing capability which forms hills, val- 
leys, tunnels, and turns in response to 
the player’s movement. This produces 
a perfect 3-D effect to simulate true 
riding conditions. Covering the track 
and scenery features is the stunning 


texture-mapping process that provides 

a feel to asphalt, rock, water, or grass. 
The rural course is a believable vi- 

sual scene, taking players along a 


beach, a grassy field, and a hill that 
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leads back to the coast. The city track, 
in stark contrast, weaves players 
through man-made canyons of build- 
ings, tunnels, and highways in a futur- 
istic metropolis at night. 

Just like the scenery, the motorcy- 
cles receive texture characteristic of 
their vintage, such as the Wild Hog’s 
chrome and the Anthias’ hard plastic. 
The on-screen biker reacts to the 
movement of the player by tilting or 
extending a leg in turns. By what 
seems to be a standard feature of sim- 
ulators, the player can switch among 
three views of the biker, all seen from 
third-person perspective. 

Controls: The large, linkable cabi- 
net sports two side-by-side mountable 
bike frames, each with a screen. The 
frames tilt sideways to mimic true rid- 
ing maneuvers and to control the 
screen's sprites. The right handlebar 
has a rotating accelerator trip and 
brake to control speed, and the multi- 
view button is in the center console. A 
large marquee and bike position dis- 
play complete the package. 

Game Play: After inserting several 
credits ($1 at my location), the player 
chooses from three bikes: the Anthias, 
a future model with beginner han- 
dling; the NVR 750, a modern- day 
racing model of intermediate difficul- 
ty; and the Wild Hog, a classic roadster 
with hard maneuvering controls. 
Course selection follows, allowing a 
choice of the coastal Green Hills or the 
urban Neo Yokohama. 

Both tracks contain sharp banks 
and turns, resulting in spectacular 
crashes if not maneuvered correctly. 
Restarting after a crash is instanta- 
neous, allowing the players to possibly 
keep their previous race position. 
Checkpoints are added to extend track 
time in order to complete the course or 
pass the competition.

cles represents the most advanced bik- 
er racing simulator to date, surpassing 
the long game list of this genre’s histo- 
ry. The game play is top-notch, and 
even more fun with multiple players. 
The only downside is that this simula- 
tor is a big boy, requiring much arcade 
space. 


WWF WrestleMania by Midway 


Theme: Professional wrestling is 
the subject of Midway’s newest video, 
which pits eight of the most popular 
World Wrestling Federation stars 
against each other in single or multiple 
competition. If there is any doubt of 
the sport being simply a faked show, it 
is not evident in this game. 

Each of the stars uses special vio- 
lent moves characteristic of his name- 
sake, such as Razor Ramon’s energy 
blades or Yokozuna’s volcano attack. A 
single player can choose between two 
modes of difficulty, or team up with 
another player for a cooperative chal- 
lenge. Winning each match moves the 
player closer to the final WWF Cham- 
pionship. 

Graphics: Midway’s realistic digiti- 
zation process, popularized in the Mor- 
tal Kombat series, has been used to ani- 
mate the screen characters and 
crowds. The problems with fluidity of 
movement inherent in using these 
graphics is seemingly overcome, evi- 
dent in the believability of WWF 
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WrestleMamia’s screen sprites. Digitiza- 
tion was truly the way to go for the vi- 
suals when considering the perfect 
likenesses of the wrestlers on the char- 
acter selection screen, their patented 
moves in the ring, and the faces of the 
cheering crowd. 

Controls: The two-player panel 
makes use of dual sets of joysticks for 
multidirectional ring movement, and 
five action buttons. The center button 
is used for defense against an oppo- 
nent’s attacks, while four others cause 
two degrees of punching and kicking 
power respectively. 

Controls mimic that of the Mortal 


sion. For a single gamer, the Interconti- 
nental Championship represents a be- 
ginner’s difficulty; the WWF Champi- 
onship is designed for experts. 

The former level requires that two 
out of three matches be won to 
progress (using only two competitors), 
while the latter mode is a three-man 
battle calling for twice the effort to 
win. A two-player game is chosen as 
single head-to-head matches or as an 
entertaining cooperative mode in the 
tag-team tradition. 

Each character has a life meter that 
decreases when he is struck, the 
amount of which depends on the cho- 
sen offense. Other than the four stan- 
dard attacks, each character has a ros- 
ter of special moves to cause more 
damage to the opponent. A head hold 
can be performed to initiate multihit 
combos, but must be quick enough to 
prevent a reversal. In this manner the 
player moves to the pin and the end of 
the match. 

Overall: A pro wrestling game is an 
unexpected release to follow MK3. 
Nevertheless, it is quite good, and 
sports game fans should enjoy it. 


Indianapolis 500 by Bally 
Theme: Bally honors the best 
known raceway in the world and the 
past and present Formula cars that 
have competed on it. The game in- 
cludes authentic speedway sounds, 
several alleys and ramps to negotiate,

Kombat games, though running is 
achieved by pressing two of the attack 
buttons rather than by using a sixth 
button.

Game Play: Players first choose

cars on the playfield. The player can 
collect Indy souvenirs that celebrate 
the track’s history and complete play 
modes until reaching the final goal of 
the game—winning the /ndianapolis

Features: The pin backglass dis-

cars from on the track, and the dot-ma- 
trix screen below it is framed by draw- 
ings of past racing car models. The 
field features two winding and curving 
ramps, enclosed by a looping alley 
dubbed “the speedway.” A diverter al- 
lows the ball to complete the loop, or 
drops it into the pit stop lanes. Above 
this sits a circular platform with a 
matchbox car that spins to simulate 
high-speed races. A chute nearby fires 
the ball into the turbo spinner, a de- 
vice resembling the spinning doors of 
a hotel or department store, in order to 
lock balls or fire them into play. 
Besides three flippers, the remain- 
ing field features are the standard 
bumper jets, lateral targets that spell I- 
N-D-Y, and the floor play mode display 
shaped like a race track on the center 
of the field. The cabinet’s controls are 
two flipper buttons, a start button, an 
extra ball buy-in button, and the 
plunger-replaced ball firing button. 
Overall: The game is as sturdy and 
trouble-free as one would expect from 
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Bally’s Indianapolis 500 honors the greatest raceway of them all.

Coin-op trade shows are interna- 
tional affairs full of exciting new prod- 
ucts and developments. It’s all there 
for you to see, complete with all the 
bells and whistles. In our industry, the 
products literally jump out and scream 
at you with flashing lights and eye- 
catching displays. 

But I’m more interested in the hard- 
ware that goes into the games. Things 
like controllers, actuators, power sup- 
plies, and monitors hold special inter- 
est for me because they’re the things 
that are the most likely to need servic- 
ing. So when a new monitor manufac- 
turer shows up, I usually take a special 
interest. 

I had first seen the Pentranic booth 
at a trade show a few years ago, but it 
wasn’t until last year’s SALEX show in 
Brazil that I got a chance to really take 
the time to talk to two of Pentranic’s 
principles, Mark ‘Trojanowski and 
Richard Gromadzki. Originally from 
Poland, these two Canadians really 
opened my eyes to the world of moni- 
tor manufacturing and, especially, how 
the magnetic field of the earth inter- 
acts with monitor purity and color. 

I made arrangements to visit the 
Pentranic monitor factory in Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., as a stopover on my way 
to a two-day technical seminar at the 
Ohio Coin Machine Association’s an- 
nual convention in August. 

What I saw really impressed me. 
Upon entering the lobby, I was greet- 
ed by an imposing video wall made 
of sixteen monitors that said “Pen- 
tranic welcomes Randy Fromm.” 
Okay, so you've got my attention! 
What impressed me more was the ar- 
ray of sample monitors on display. 
They had everything from a 13” all 
the way up to a 38” VGA monitor. 
The big monitor was very impressive. 
For display purposes, it was connect- 
ed to a laptop computer and Win- 
dow’s ubiquitous solitaire game. The 
display looked great with a picture as

big as my desk at home! 

So who are these guys? Pentranic 
was established in 1987 in Canada. 
With a 30,000-square-foot plant in In- 
dianapolis, Ind., and the same size 
plant in Canada, Pentranic boasts a 
combined total of 60,000 square feet 
of manufacturing space. This is a no 
small potatoes outfit but a large, well- 
equipped monitor plant. 

“The primary business of Pentranic 
has been the picture tube business,” 
according to vice-president and gener- 
al manager Mark Trojanowski. “This 
includes buying picture tubes, modify- 
ing picture tubes, ‘yamming’ picture 
tubes, and selling them to monitor 
manufacturers.” 

Modifying the tubes includes re- 
placing the deflection yokes and 
adding or modifying the mounting 
brackets. Yamming a picture tube 
refers to the process of installing the 
deflection yoke and the purity and 
convergence ring assembly and adjust- 
ing them to align all three electron 
guns. More on that later. 

“Our picture tubes were used main- 
ly in the Far East and South America, 
either by manufacturers of video 
games or by manufacturers of televi- 
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World-wide supplier 
with the international staff 





sions,” said Trojanowski. “But our 
main idea is to go with the higher-end 
monitors that can accept higher reso- 
lution like EGA or VGA.” 

To date, Pentranic has found its 
most impressive success in Australia. 
Chief engineer Richard Gromadzki at- 
tributes this to the fact that Pentranic 
has paid special attention to the 
Earth’s magnetic field and its effect on 
monitors. 

The Earth’s magnetic field varies 
substantially in different regions. For ex- 
ample, in the northern hemisphere, the 
magnetic field is positive while below 
the equator (and there’s even a “mag- 
netic equator” as well) the field is nega- 
tive. A monitor that has been yammed 
or set up properly in North America 
may not look good at all if operated in 
Mexico, Singapore, or Australia. 

To combat this problem, Pentranic 
has set up a special area called a 
Hemholtz chamber. It’s an open cube 
with magnetic coils contained in all the 
edges. Specific amounts of Direct Cur- 
rent are passed through the coils, cre- 
ating a magnetic field that exactly sim- 
ulates that of the geographical area 
where the monitor is going to be oper- 
ated. Each monitor is adjusted for pu- 
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rity and convergence inside the 
Hemholtz chamber. 

During my visit to Pentranic, [ trav- 
eled from Scotland to Australia and 
back to Indiana without stepping foot 
outside the Hemholtz chamber! It was 
amazing to see the difference it made 
in the color purity. It also explained 
why I had so much trouble in the past 
getting monitors to look good in other 
countries. During a recent school in 
Mexico City, I brought in a monitor 
(not Pentranic) for demonstration pur- 
poses. I know the monitor worked per- 
fectly when I left home because I had 
tested it. It looked perfect! 

When I set up the monitor for my 
demonstration, the colors in the cor- 
ners of the picture were not good. I 
tried using a degaussing coil but noth- 
ing worked to restore the color at the 
corners of the tube. I assumed at the 
time that the picture tube had been 
somehow damaged in transit between 
San Diego (where I live) and Mexico 
City. There is a screen that sits behind 
the glass front of a CRT called the 
shadow mask. [fit warps, you'll see this 
kind of color distortion. 

However, when I brought the moni- 
tor back home it worked perfectly! I 
figured that it must have something to 
do with the local magnetic field. I did- 
n't realize how correct I was until 
Richard showed me a chart of the 
Earth and its magnetic field. There is 
an amazing difference in the field 
strength and polarity across the face of 
the Earth. By using the Hemholtz 
chamber, Pentranic is able to compen- 
sate for these differences and offer a 
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monitor that is exactly tuned for its fi- 
nal destination. This has made Pen- 
tranic an attractive OEM supplier of 
picture tubes and monitors world- 
wide. 

Of course, price is always one of the 
most important considerations when 
you're looking for a monitor supplier. 
By putting their expertise in picture 
tubes to work for them, Pentranic is 
able to offer a wide range of monitors 
of different sizes, quality and, it fol- 
lows, price. They offer a 19” monitor 
for as little as $135, a 25” for $225 
and a giant 38” for just $775. This 
38” monster has been put to good use 
in states where locations have been 
limited by new regulations to just five 
machines per location. The Pentranic 
38” monitor is being used in a five-sta- 
tion game where a single (video) deal- 
er deals to up to five players at once, 
all standing around a single machine. 
The 38” monitor is large enough for 
everyone to see the action and pro- 
vides a real draw (no pun intended) to 
the game. 

Pentranic does not use a distributor 
network. In fact, its slogan as seen on a 
recent advertising flyer is “Why pay a 
mark-up when you can buy direct 
from the factory?” For further informa- 
tion, or to order “direct from the facto-

No, the title of this month’s column 
is not a typo, or some kind of secret 
code. It’s an acronym for Game Emu- 
lator, Ticket Dispenser, Opto Tester. 
The GETDOT is just what its name im- 
plies, and I will show you how to build 
and use one. 

This neat little device came into ex- 
istence since there was no way to test a 
ticket dispenser on your bench, or in 
the game without the logic board 
working, or both. Sure you could get a 
power supply and use a logic probe or 
meter to locate the problem with the 
ticket board, but you also need a mo- 
tor or a complete dispenser on your 
bench to completely test it. But why go 
through all the hassle? The GETDOT 
was designed to test the Deltronic Labs 
DL-1275 ticket dispenser. However, 
because all the industry standard dis- 
pensers operate the same way, the 
GETDOT will test all of them. The 
only consideration would be a con- 
necting pigtail harness that is easily 
made. In fact, I separate pigtail har- 
nesses to test the DL-4SS and the DL- 
APS ticket dispenser, a trackball/steer- 
ing wheel sensor, and a Dinoscore 
sensor. More about pigtail harnesses 
later.

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The GETDOT 


What the GETDOT will do 

The GETDOT is a universal work- 
bench top tester. It will not only test 
ticket dispensers, but also almost any 
game sensor out there. Since it’s bat- 
tery-operated it can be used almost 
anywhere out there, and the GETDOT 
will test the notch output transistor 
and the motor drive circuits of any 
ticket dispenser. 

There are two connectors on the 
top of the GETDOT labeled Game In 
and Ticket Dispenser Out. You can 
connect the GETDOT in-between the 
game and the ticket dispenser to see 
the signals the game and the dispenser 
are producing, or the lack of them, 
hence the Game In connector. The 
Ticket Dispenser Out connector is just 
that; at this connector are the signals to 
operate the ticket dispenser you con- 
nect to and control by the buttons on 
the GETDOT. 

This is the same connector you 
would use for other ticket dispensers 
and testing of other optos. Both con- 
nectors are industry standard four-pin 
Molex male and female connectors. 
The Game In connector is a four-male- 
pin with a female housing, the same as 


a ticket-dispensing board. The Ticket 
Dispenser Out connector is a four-fe- 
male-pin with a male housing, just like 
the connector in a redemption game. 
On the GETDOT are two toggle 
DPDT (Double Pole Double Throw) 
switches and a single push-button 
switch. One toggle switch is for the mo- 
tor and the other is for the notch. The 
push-button switch is for actuating the 
dispenser motor. The toggle switches 
are labelled Test Board and ‘Test Game 
if you are testing a ticket dispenser or 
opto sensor on your workbench; both 
switches should be moved to the Test 
Board position. 

If you have plugged the GETDOT 
in line or in-between the game and the 
ticket dispenser, both toggle switches 
should be moved to the Test Game po- 
sition. The motor push-button will only 
work when the toggle switches are in 
the Test Board position. Two light- 
emitting diodes (LED) are included on 
the GETDOT. One of the LEDs is a vi- 
sual indication that the motor output 
to the ticket dispenser is working. The 
other is for the ticket dispenser notch 
visual output indication. 

For workbench troubleshooting, the

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GETDOT operates from a nine-volt 
transistor battery. The specifications 
for the DL-1275 dispenser note that 
the minimum operating voltage for the 
motor supply is 11 volts. The motor on 
the dispenser will turn slowly at nine 
volts, but that’s just fine for testing pur- 
poses. 

You can build a GETDOT from 
parts available at Radio Shack. I used 
no circuit board since the circuit is just 
point-to-point wiring and very simple. 
Just review the schematic and go for it. 
My prototype GETDOT took three 
hours to conceive and make. But be- 
cause I have done the hard part in fig- 
uring out the parts needed and the 
schematic, you should be able to have 
a working GETDOT in less than one 
hour. If you are short on time and 
don’t want to go to Radio Shack, you 
can order one ready-made. There are 
two ways to get one: order all the parts 
from Vicco Electronics and assemble it 
yourself, or order the completed and 
tested GETDOT. 


Using the GETDOT 


To test an industry standard ticket 
dispenser on your workbench, connect 
it to the Ticket Dispenser Out connec- 
tor and move both toggle switches to 
Test Board. Momentarily, less than one 
second, push the motor push-button. 
The ticket motor should run if the mo- 
tor and circuit is good. If you have a 
bad dispenser motor or circuitry and 
you push and hold for more than one 
second the motor push-button on the 
GETDOT, you might do more damage 
to the dispenser board than when you 
started. If the ticket dispenser motor 
moves when you push the motor push- 
button, then it’s alright to hold in the 
motor push-button for as long as you 
like, or until the battery goes dead. 

To see or test the signals from the 
game to the ticket dispenser, connect 
the ticket dispenser to the Ticket Dis- 
penser Output on the GETDOT and 
connect the game to the GETDOT 
Game In connector. To achieve this 
just unplug the dispenser from the 
game and put the GETDOT in-be- 
tween. Move both switches to the Test 
Game position, and play the game. As 
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tickets are won the Motor On LED will 
light and the Notch On LED will also 
light each time a ticket notch passes 
the opto sensor. To activate the motor 
without the game doing so, just posi- 
tion the motor toggle switch to the test 
board position. The Notch On LED 
will continue to light for each ticket 
notch. You can move the switch to see 
the game run on the dispenser motor, 
but be cautioned. The game will create 
a ticket dispenser error message if you 
play the game and win tickets with the 
notch switch in the Test Board posi- 
tion. 

[ have used the prototype GETDOT 
to repair over 20 DL-1275 and DL- 
4SS dispenser boards. Yes, the battery 
is slowly dying. It’s down to eight volts, 
and I expect to keep it working for an- 
other two to five repairs. If you don’t 
want to use a battery, go to Radio 
Shack and purchase a battery elimina- 
tor to use instead. Of course, you will 
lose the portability of the GETDOT. 


Testing other dispensers 


and optos 

As I mentioned earlier, the GET- 
DOT will test the DL-4SS and the DL- 
PS ticket dispensers. All you will need 
is the minipigtail harness pictured. 
This harness adapts the GETDOT to 
the DL-4 series of dispensers. One 
drawback is the GETDOT will not 
plug into a game with this type of tick- 
et dispenser. 

Testing of the DL-4SS and the DL- 
4PS dispensers are the same as the 
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DL-1275 dispensors, except when the 
Motor On push-button is pushed and 
released. The motor will run for about 
two seconds with no tickets installed in 
the dispenser. The Notch On LED will 
pulse for the testing of the meter out- 
put of the board. 

To test trackball/steering wheel 
opto sensors assemble the minipigtail 
harness pictured, or order one. The 
Notch On LED will light when con- 
nected to one of the sensors, and the 
Motor On LED will light when con- 
nected to the other sensor. Block the 
light path of the sensor, and the corre- 
sponding LED will turn off or on. If the 
LED never lights or stays on, you have 
a bad sensor. Due to the resistor values 
used in the GETDOT, the notch and 
LED will not completely turn off. In- 
stead, it will dim and brighten signifi- 
cantly when you test trackball/steering 
sensors. 

To test Dinoscore opto sensors, as- 
semble the minipigtail harness pic- 
tured, or order one. The Notch On 
LED will light when connected to the 
sensor and the sensor is blocked. Since 
the GETDOT operates on a nine-volt 
battery, the red LED on the Dinoscore 
sensor board will not light. But if the 
Notch LED lights, the sensor is func- 
tional. The GETDOT will not test the 
gun sensor with this harness. If you do 
use this pigtail harness on the gun sen- 
sor you could destroy the circuit. 

With a little imagination and the 
correct pigtail harness, you can use the 
GETDOT to test any type of opto 
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switch. This includes opto joysticks, 
Wacky Gator sensors, and any other 
type of infrared sensor.
